Big Soda has gotten a big head 


start on pummeling the Bay Area with 
election season advertising. 

In the last two weeks, San Fran- 
ciscans’ mailboxes have received — 
count ‘em — four separate mailings 
decrying a so-called “grocery tax” that 
“hurts hard working families in this 
community.” Most of these ads feature 
working-class people of color who own 
or work at markets and cafes, and boy 
do they have forlorn, despairing and 
victimized looks on their faces. 

“Politicians are trying to pass a 
Grocery Tax that hurts small business 
owners like me,” says Danielle Reed 
Reese of Queen's Louisiana Po-Boy 
Cafe in one of these expensive looking, 
high-end glossy mailers. 

There is not a grocery tax on the 
November ballot. There is, however, 

a sugar sweetened beverage tax on 

the ballots in San Francisco (Proposi- 
tion V), Oakland (Measure HH) and 
Albany (Measure O1). Each of these 
measures proposes a one-cent-per- 
ounce tax on the distribution of 
sugar-sweetened beverages like 

soda, sweetened iced tea and 
energy drinks. 

The beverage industry 
has telegraphed its op- 
position strategy on 
this one. The ads, also 
including TV spots, 
all feature grocers of 
various ethnicities 
handling fresh fruits 
and vegetables and 
complaining how this 
“tax on groceries” will 
hurt their financially 
strapped communities. 
Some of these ads are 
in languages other than 
English, underscoring 
the supposed threat 
posed to ethnic commu- 
nities of color. 

That's funny, because 
there are not many peo- 
ple of color on the exec- 
utive leadership team of 
the American Beverage 
Association whose 
American Beverage 
Association California 
PAC provides the major 
funding for these ads 
and mailers. 
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The industry spent a whopping $10 
million opposing a 2014 San Francisco 
soda tax that did not win the two- 
thirds majority required for passage. 
The city of Berkeley passed a soda tax 
that same year, and a recent study by 
the American Journal of Public Health 
found that consumption of sugar 
sweetened beverages decreased by 21 
percent in Berkeley since the imple- 
mentation of the tax. 

That’s why the beverage industry 
is fighting the 2016 soft drink taxes 
hard, and depicting these measures as 
“grocery taxes” that will hurt working 
class and ethnic communities. 

“It’s an incredibly painful and 
unethical lie,” Oakland councilmem- 
ber at-large Rebecca Kaplan told the 
Huffington Post. “People worry about 
having to pay for their groceries. To 
threaten that their groceries are go- 
ing to be taxed when it’s not true is a 
totally despicable tactic from the soda 
industry.”

But the industry may have a point. 


Unlike a cigarette tax or alcohol tax, 
the soda tax is technically levied on 
the distributors and not the consum- 


ers. There is no real safeguard ensuring 


that the would not increase the costs 
of healthier groceries like produce, 
bread, or Gerber’s Baby Food. 

“This tax is on the distributor,” 
Oakland Mayor Libby Schaaf told 


KPIX. “Tt is not on the grocer, it is not 


on the consumer. We need to make 
sure that grocers are passing that tax 
on accordingly.” 

But KPIX reporter Melissa Caen 
pressed the mayor, noting that there 


was nothing in the law preventing gro- 
cers from simply passing the tax on to 


the consumer. 


Mayor Schaaf flashed that oh-shit- 


you-got-me look and stammered, “I 
will get back to you on that.”

d Corrupt Ways to Influence 
San Francisco Politics 


It's easy!

“Corruption,” as anyone who 
followed the Supreme Court’s tortuous 
logic in Citizens United knows, is a nebu- 
lous concept. And San Francisco’s political 
system does not clarify matters. Money 


sloshes from corporations, industry groups, 


and the rich, and can easily sidestep disclo- 
sure requirements and spending limits, 
flowing downhill through lobbyists, osten- 
sibly independent groups, and even city 
contractors. 

According to the experts, much like 
political views, corruption is a spectrum. 
There are flat-out illegal acts, the most 
common of which is a politician or 
bureaucrat using his or her position for 
personal gain. Think of Leland Yee, the 
former state senator, who was convicted 
for taking bribes in exchange for passing 
legislation and greasing the wheels for 
phony contracts undercover feds pre- 
tended to want. 

At the opposite end are activities 
that are, in the strictest sense, legal but 
can be viewed as unethical. It’s a realm 
where the likes of Willie Brown thrive 
and are the most difficult to pin down. 
So many legal loopholes remain in wide- 
spread use that city politicians can often 
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avoid violating the law by simply going 
around it. 

“They are legal,” Corey Cook, an ex- 
pert on San Francisco politics, says, “but 
at the very least problematic.” Cook, a 
dean at Boise State University, is a for- 
mer politics professor at the University 
of San Francisco. 

So, in the spirit of transparency and 
accountability, here are a few common 
and less common methods officials have 
used to disrupt city politics, without 
necessarily breaking the law. 


Set up an “independent” fund 

for a politician. 

In September 1999, a federal court judge 
overturned what were then strict limits on 
campaign contributions to independent po- 
litical groups — anything other than ones 
explicitly controlled by candidates. The rul- 
ing came just in time for Mayor Willie Brown 
to ramp up his re-election campaign, which 
he won handily. 

That legal change spawned a cottage 
industry of independent expenditure com- 
mittees trafficking soft-money donations, 
and transformed a tradition of inexpen- 
sive campaigns into contests costing hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 


These committees are autonomous

and do not have to respect individual 
donation limits for candidates, which 
normally cannot be more than $500. 
(They can also accept corporate cash, 
which is otherwise banned.) Technically, 
they cannot coordinate electioneering 
with candidates, but that does not mean 
much since they are able to openly sup- 
port or oppose anyone. 

Cook says indirect campaign financ- 
ing gives wealthy donors substantial 
influence over a race. The most striking 
recent example was in 2012, when busi- 
nessman David Lee challenged incum- 
bent Eric Mar for supervisor in District 
1. Though Mar persevered, third-party 
spending against him, mostly from land- 
lord-funded political action committees 
and from Lee’s tech industry confi- 
dant, Ron Conway, totaled a stunning 
$923,962, an amount that Cook calls 
“absurd” for a city election. 


Give a candidate soft money to 
throw at future ballot measures. 
Another political legacy of the Willie 
Brown years is the rise of so-called ballot 
committees, which are designed to sup- 
port or oppose local propositions. Because 
they are ostensibly independent of the 
campaigns, they can also take unlimited 
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money from corporations and individuals. 
Anda key feature is that they can be under 
a candidate’s control. 

Some ballot committees are tied to 
specific measures, though one current 
trend is for candidates to create ongoing 
general-purpose entities to be unleashed 
in future ballot disputes. 

“The people contributing to the com- 
mittee are exactly the people who folks 
are concerned with having undue influ- 
ence over politics,” Cook says. 

Mayor Ed Lee, for example, main- 
tains a ballot committee that has raised 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
doles the money out to suit his own 
agenda. Major funding comes from a 
typical cast of Lee backers, including 
Conway, developers such as Lennar 
Corp. and other real estate interests, as 
well as a smattering of state and local 
Democratic Party branches. 

This structure effectively obscures 
the true source of donations, giving it 
the imprimatur of a city official. When 
the cash is deployed for or against a bal- 
lot measure, it looks as though it comes 
directly from the mayor — because the 
committee is called “Mayor Lee for San 
Francisco.” 


Contribute to a government 
official's charitable slush fund. 
City officials often ask third parties to 
make cash or in-kind donations on their 
behalf. In 2015, Lee asked Conway and 
venture capital associate Lonnie Dorn to 
give $1 million to the Mayor’s Fund for the 
Homeless. And last April, District Attor- 
ney George Gascon (who ran for re-elec- 
tion unopposed last fall) asked the San 
Francisco Foundation to give the city 
$25,000 to temporarily hire a staff mem- 
ber to handle the reclassification of drug 
suspects following the passage of state 
Proposition 47. 

The bottom line for these gifts, which 
are known as “behest payments,’ is that 
as long as the pet project is not directly 
linked to a political campaign, it is legal. 
But such payments cannot be divorced 
from political influence. Substantial do- 
nations buy time, access, and influence 
that an ordinary citizen would have a 
difficult time obtaining. 


Wash local campaign donations 
through political parties. 

One of the more creative ways of getting 
around the $500 limit on individual dona- 


tions is by running to be an officer of the 
Democratic County Central Committee. 
As with independent expenditure com- 
mittees, there are no limits on contribu- 
tions, allowing anyone with money to 
effectively spend an unlimited amount to 
get a favored candidate elected. After 
running for a position at the local Demo- 
cratic Party — or the relatively feeble Re- 
publican Party — officials can simply 
transfer some of the money left over 
from their campaigns for the party seat 
to anew campaign for, say, supervisor or 
mayor. 

An investigation by 48 Hills re- 
vealed that Supervisor Malia Cohen 
used this technique: After raising 
$116,700 for her 2012 race and spend- 
ing only $39,588, she transferred 
$10,000 from her DCCC account to her 
2013 re-election campaign. 

Unfortunately, Republicans in the 
legislature enshrined this loophole 
into state law in 2012 by pushing 
through a bill — which Gov. Jerry 
Brown signed — that prevents local 
governments from limiting contribu- 
tion from certain donors to partisan 
county committees. 


Siphon off cash for city contracts. 
One form of graft that is hard to track is 
the use of charge orders in large city proj- 
ects to bleed cash from city coffers. 

The mechanics are straightforward: 
A contractor bids on a contract with 
the city — say, to renovate public 
housing. The company then submits a 
“change order” saying it needs a little 
more money to finish a part of the 
job. But corruption in change orders is 
hard to sniff out: The technical aspects 
of a job can be arcane, making the de- 
tails and costs subjective. 

One contractor who has done busi- 
ness with the city says change orders 
often amount to a sort of bait-and- 
switch. Some of these siphoned funds, 
the source asserts, can end up going 
to officials who oversee contracts, or 
they can become donations to the cam- 
paigns of politicians who grant their 
appointments.

Sparks and 
Recreation 


On Election Day, Denverites 
will vote on an initiative to allow canna- 
bis consumption in bars, nightclubs, and 
other businesses that opt in. If it passes, 
establishments with permission from 
their neighborhood association and the 
city will be able to set aside a space where 
guests over 21 can indulge. 

Officially, public consumption is 
not permitted in Colorado. Edibles 
are discreet enough that people can 
get high where they choose, but 
there’s no place for a few friends to 
share a smoke. Since locals can 
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go home, this is mainly an inconve- 
nience for tourists. 

So far, no legal state except Alaska 
allows for social consumption, and 
Alaska’s program isn’t yet operation- 
al. If California’s recreational initia- 
tive passes, it will allow local govern- 
ments to grant permits to businesses 
for consumption within certain 
parameters. Social consumption adds 
a new dimension to the legalization 
experiments. 

A handful of establishments in 
Colorado do allow consumption on 
premises, but they don't sell it, and 
they depend on the goodwill of their 
city halls. In Denver, a few companies 
drive tourists around on 
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420-friendly buses. Recently, I was 
invited to ride around in one called 
Loopr; the interior was decorated like 
a strip bar and lined with flatscreen 
monitors showing music videos. 
Other riders included some local 
twentysomethings and a quartet of 
50ish women who had road-tripped 
out from Illinois. 

It doesn’t besmirch Loopr to say 
that the industry’s full entrepreneur- 
ial energy has not yet been unleashed 
in this area. But as with legalization, 
social use will be hard to stop because 
there’s just so much money in it. 

Supporters of the Denver initia- 
tive give a hint at what’s in store on 

their website: While pedestrians 

won't be able to light up on side- 
walks or in parks, the site says: 

“Any business, including art 

galleries, coffee shops, entertain- 

ment venues, private clubs and 
more, will have the option of al- 
lowing the responsible consump- 
tion of cannabis in designated 
consumption areas.” One might 
add gyms, yoga studios, spas, 
bars and restaurants. Cannabis 
will be everywhere, and these 
host businesses will want to sell 
product as well. 
One favorite point of legal- 

ization opponents is the optics: 
the idea that there’s something 


“Go ahead and cancel my therapy 
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inherently offensive about a cannabis 
business opening in the neighbor- 
hood. It’s not an argument I find 
especially compelling, though if I 
were a parent, I might feel differently. 
But the in-your-faceness inherent in 
social use could trigger the kind of 
backlash that the industry has avoid- 
ed so far. 

I first decided legalization would 
be hard to stop at a local govern- 
ment board meeting in the Denver 
suburbs. It was December 2014, and 
recreational pot had been available 
for almost a year. The issue at hand 
was whether a dispensary — a mari- 
juana store — could open, and I was 
surprised that the conversation cen- 
tered on NIMBY issues like whether it 
would snarl up traffic and emit odors. 

For the most part, Colorado can- 
nabis businesses have done a good job 
mitigating these kinds of concerns 
— I’ve never seen a loiterer outside 
a dispensary. But social use will be 
harder to ignore. It will create noise, 
and some venues will attract custom- 
ers that the neighborhood association 
would prefer stayed elsewhere. 

Will consumption lounges create 
dangers that bars don’t? The evidence 
suggests that all else being equal, 
they'll be safer than bars. But they 
will still make people uncomfort- 
able and possibly threaten property 
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values. It is a recipe for aggrieved 
neighbors. 

As more state’s legalize, the in- 
dustry seeks to broaden pot’s appeal 
beyond the core market of young 
men. It seems to be working; older 
Americans are the fastest growing 
group of users. But it’s easier to 
destigmatize something if people can 
be seen with it in public. 

Legalization has accumulated 
extraordinary momentum, without 
touching most Americans. With social 
use, that changes. The key of daily life 
will shift in ways we can’t anticipate. 
Old stereotypes will fade, and new 
ones will replace them. 

That’s not necessarily a bad thing 
and it’s not unprecedented either: 
Smartphones and social media have 
upended our public and interior 
lives in ways we're just beginning to 
understand, and no one suggests ban- 
ning them. 

With pot, it’s a bit different. We 
know what pot does to people, we’re 
just not used to it being everywhere. 
It’s uncomfortable to be sober in a 
room full of people who are high. 
That’s about to become a much more 
common experience.

If you want 
random adventure, affably cantankerous service, 
and (mostly) cheap beer, wade into S.F’s glorious 
ecosystem of dives. To help you — and, maybe, to 
help them — we offer the 50 that feel the truest to 
the spirit of this city, and whose loss we would feel 
the hardest. 
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Aunt Charlie's 

133 Turk St. 

Tenderloin 

One of only two gay bars left in the once- 
queer-as-hell Tenderloin, Aunt Charlie’s 
is also a narrow, carpeted dive where 
neighborhood regulars gather daily to 
drink powerful drinks at we-will-not-be- 
undersold prices. That its few tables are 
sometimes reserved tickles us to no end, 
but a shout-out to DJ Bus Station John’s 
long-running Thursday night party full 
of disco rarities and Hi-NRG obscurities, 
The Tubesteak Connection, is in order. 
Keep your phones in your pockets, boys, 
lest ye be shamed for that telltale blue 
glow. On this unlovely block of Turk 
Street, a perennial blossoms. 


The Ave Bar 

1607 Ocean Ave. 

Ingleside 

The Ave is a dive bar with good taste and 
a much-needed landing spot for locals. 
Firefighters from the station down 
Ocean Avenue frequent the joint, as do 
myriad Ingleside neighbors. A stack of 
the local paper, The Ingleside-Excelsior 
Light, is often found on the corner of the 
bar. But The Ave has more than just 
great local color; it’s also got a craft beer 
menu that’s constantly changing, from 
Hop Dogma to Karl Strauss, Laughing 
Monk and more, its selection hails from 
up and down the coast. That’s how The 
Ave makes sure it keeps up with the 
times, even if you're nursing drinks ina 
neighborhood full of long-time San 


Franciscans.

La Lengua/Mission 

“Your Dive” remains the gold standard 
for day-drinking in the Mission — or 
anywhere, really. El Rio’s tiered backyard 
makes it the ultimate place to see and be 
seen while shaking your moneymaker 
and maybe eating free oysters on Fri- 
days. Yes, we love the margaritas to 
death, but a Tecate and lime under the 
benevolent gaze of Carmen Miranda is 
the best way to party at Hard French, 
Daytime Realness, or Mango. And El 
Rio’s Universal Toilet and Galactic Urinal 
pioneered single-use, non-gender-spe- 
cific bathrooms before that was on the 
national radar. We love them so much 
we don’t even mind queuing behind a big 
group of people only waiting to do blow. 


Gino & Carlo Cocktail Lounge

North Beach 

When Carol Doda, the topless dancer fa- 
mous for her silicone-injected 44DDs, 
died in late 2015, everyone knew where 
to go to hear the best stories of her 
toasty good times — Gino & Carlo’s. As 
any good neighborhood dive should be, 
its bartenders and bar-stool-fixed pa- 
trons were a fountain of history. Not just 
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about Doda, but about all the comings 
and goings of their beloved home. The 
walls are lined with Herb Caen clippings 
and photos of larger-than-life patrons 
past, like Tony Bennett. To knock back 
whiskey neat at Gino & Carlo’s, then, is 
to become part of that (drunken) his- 
tory. 


Gold Dust Lounge 

165 Jefferson St. 

Fisherman's Wharf 

Gold Dust has faced the displacement 
reaper and survived. San Franciscans 
have cemented drunken stories at Gold 
Dust since 1933, but in 2012 its Union 
Square landlords gave it the boot fora 
bland lingerie store. All was not lost, 
however, as an upswell of — sober? 
drunk? — public support helped the 
long-time dive find a new home in Fish- 
erman’s Wharf. On the downside, to 
visit Gold Dust now means braving the 
tourists. On the upside, everything lo- 
cals loved about it remains intact: The 
gaudy carpeting, the red leather seats, 
the enthusiastic but mostly dependable 
house band, and that Sistine-Chapel-like 
ceiling painting replete with nude angel 
babies. And the $5 happy-hour drinks 
include a Bloody Mary, Irish coffee, mar- 
garitas, and Champagne. Gold Dust may 
have lost its original digs, but not its old- 
dive soul. 





Ha-Ra Club 

875 Geary St. 

Tenderloin 

Opened by a boxer and a fireman named 
Harry and Ray, this haute dive was long 
run by a well-read curmudgeon named 
Carl Kickery. (Eddie Muller, San Francis- 
co’s own Czar of Noir, called hima 
“crusty fuck.”) Well, that was then, and 
this is now. On the same block of Geary 
that’s also home to Castle Club and 
Whiskey Thieves — with The Outsider 
right across the street — Ha-Ra stands 
above its peers for executing possibly 
the best renovation (in 2015) of any 
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70-year-old bar around. It’s louche, it’s 
spacious, and it’s got Goose Island on 
tap.

The Embarcadero 

We applaud every bar, no matter how 
awful, that has a neon sign of a martini 
glass. Fortunately, this waterfront estab- 
lishment for watching the Giants from a 
spot where you can practically hear them 
is qualified on the merits. Yes, you can 
get tofu tacos and a Moscow Mule, but 
there’s also a cocktail called Tip Like a 
Hooker (basically a margarita, but with 
pomegranate tequila) anda PBR& J, 
where the J stands for Jameson. Oh, and 
the loaded fries-and-onion-rings combo 
comes with chili, cheddar, and a choice 
of meat. If you take a physical leap from 
this high dive into the frigid Bay, we’re 
pretty sure any one of those things will 
stave off hypothermia. 


High Tide 

600 Geary St. 

Tenderloin 

Hi Tide might be cash-only and lack a 
Happy Hour, but the drinks are cheap — 
about $7 for a cocktail — plus there are 
pool tables and a rather stunning por- 
trait behind the bar of a topless brunette 
shrouded in a white feather boa. Frills, 
this place has not — unless you count 
decorative dollar bills plastered to the 
ceiling — but the bar here is long, which 
means there’s room for everybody. And 
depending on the night, you can even 
bring your dog. For a clandestine téte-a- 
téte, an after-work drink, or an inter- 
view with a TL local, this is the place to 


go. 


Kozy Kar 

1548 Polk St. 

Polk Gulch 

If you can’t think of a good spot fora 
first date, consider Kozy Kar — it'll defi- 
nitely help break the ice (not to mention 
get you in the mood). You've got your 
choice of seating options at this kitschy, 
porn-themed bar, from converted hot 
tubs to a water bed, and you'll find bras 
hanging from chandeliers, a mix of ’80s 
commercials, raunchy, jaw-dropping 
porn on the TV screens, and vintage na- 
ked pics plastered, well, everywhere. It’s 
a dirty place, in both senses of the word. 


Last Call 

3988 18th St. 

Castro 

The Castro gay scene has plenty of copy- 
cat clubs with generic music, but only 
one little dive with a jukebox full of gems 
(and a PSA warning against the clap that 
features Queen Victoria). We’re pretty 
sure the bar, which was once known as 
Men’s Room, only got its new name be- 
cause Last Call has the same number of 
letters, which made it easy to update the 
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neon sign outside. Anyway, the place is 
inviting, it’s dog-friendly, and on warm 
days, the front window is always wortha 
lingering cruise. But if you want in, it’s 
probably that Return to Oz, My Fair Lady, 
or something of that ilk is on the TV. 


McKenzie's Bar 

5320 Geary Blvd. 

Outer Richmond 

Walking into McKenzie’s is to see a dive 
bar in its fullest form: cheap booze, 
flammable furnishings, and drunks of 
the truest sense perched on its stools. 
One of the best points in McKenzie’s fa- 
vor is its role as a quick escape from the 
Richmond District fog, to warm up with 
a touch of whiskey. And with a happy 
hour that runs 1-8 p.m., there’s plenty of 
time to get toasty. It’s also one of the 
smaller bars you'll see in San Francisco 
— seriously, we've seen studio apart- 
ments bigger than this. Of course, that 
just helps you get cozy with the regulars 
by the fireplace. And the Richmond’s 
vibe — friendly, down-to-earth, neigh- 
borly — is the heart of McKenzie’s. 


Molotov's 

582 Haight St. 

Lower Haight 

Molotov’s is a rock’n’ roll dive bar in the 
same vein as Lucky 13, albeit in a more 
compact size. Always good for a beer- 
and-shot special, the bar in the Lower 
Haight is a good spot to hide away in the 
dark. If there aren’t any sports on one of 
the two TVs behind the bar, you can ex- 
pect arandom movie, anything from 
American Psycho to Halloween. It’s dog- 
friendly and the pool table is always ac- 
tive. There’s a couple pinball machines 
and a good juke box filled with heavy 
metal and punk. Cozy up with a group of 
friends in one of the few booths or grab 
a window seat to watch the denizens of 
the Lower Haight as they stumble from 
the Toronado or Noc Noc into Molotov’s 
because they’re looking for something 
stronger than a beer.

And how satisfying it must be 
to get to hear all your eulogies before 
you go — including a maudlin enco- 
mium from one Anthony Bourdain.

Lower Haight 

Though Tim Burton movies nowadays 
milk nostalgia for a once-original style 
— hello, Alice in Wonderland — there 
was a time when the twisted dimensions 
of the movie Beetlejuice, or Edward Scis- 
sorhands offered such deranged, odd, 
and twisted visuals as to make you cock 
your head and go, “Huh?” Walking into 
Noc Nocis like that, in a good way. The 
walls look molded from clay and the 
high-backed wooden chairs are practi- 
cally ripped out of a Dave McKean illus- 
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tration. With all this visual insanity, one 
may expect a pretentious staff — but the 
opposite is true. Walkin on a random 
slow evening to find someone playing 
card games with the bartender (think 
Munchkin, not crazy eights). And like its 
surrounding neighborhood, the Lower 
Haight, it’s a bit rambunctious in there, 
but friendly. (Plus: sake.) As one Yelper 
put it: “Am I in Mos Eisley Cantina? 
Nope, it’s Noc Noc.” 


Randy's Place 

1101 Ocean Ave. 

Ingleside 

The faded old sign hanging over Randy’s 
Place hints at how long the bar has been 
in the Ingleside — more than 45 years. 
The drinks are cheap, and the pool table 
is always in use. But perhaps its most re- 
deeming feature is how close it is to 
Beep’s Burgers — if you're not a jerk 
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about it, you can even eat Beep’s at the 
bar — allowing one to feed that constant 
cycle: Eat, get drunk, and eat again. 
Owner Sue Castle has run the place for 
decades, naming it for her son, who is 
now deceased. But as long as Randy’s 
Place stands, you can saunter in and raise 
a glass to him, and to a neighborhood 
that remembers its neighbors. 


The Sea Star 

2289 Third St. 

Dogpatch 

Having been renovated twice in only a 
few years, it’s possible The Sea Star could 
look very different at any time. But this 
longstanding, dog-friendly bar — for- 
merly The Goat — ona stretch of Third 
Street that’s full of light industry invigo- 
rates the classics and puts them right 
alongside $2 cans of Miller High Life. 
Take the “Improved Martini,” for in- 


stance, made with Luxardo and absinthe. 
Now pair it with flocked wallpaper, a 
punched-tin ceiling, and a pool table, and 
you ve got yourself a dive. 


Specs’ Twelve Adler Museum Cafe 
12 William Saroyan Place 

North Beach 

First off, just call it Specs. Richard Sim- 
mons, better known as Specs, was saved 
from a shipwreck in 1969, just one year 
after he started this North Beach water- 
ing hole. And the vibe of that era is still 
alive at Specs, a homey dive where the 
cantankerous and fiery columnist War- 
ren Hinckle belted out many of his San 
Francisco Examiner screeds, glass in hand. 
To hang here is to have a foot in San Fran- 
cisco’s boozy, Beat poet past while min- 
gling with plenty of folks from its 
present. A “Boycott Coors Beer!” sign 
hangs, probably from back when Harvey 
Milk was still carrying his bullhorn. Specs 
has rabble-roused since before some of 
San Francisco’s current rabble was born 
—- and even now, it keeps on kickin’. 


Vesuvio 

255 Columbus Ave. 

North Beach 

Vesuvio is a one-of-a-kind, double-decker 
bar with tiled floors and stained glass, 
and it still feels like a Beat hangout from 
the ’50s. (Jack Kerouac spent a large 
share of his days here.) The upstairs is a 
long neck of creaky wood flooring and 
antique tables overlooking Columbus 
Street and the infamous Beat Museum. 
Poets travel from all over the world to 
this book-lovers’ joint looking for inspi- 
ration for their next creative quest. 
Come in and put your feet up, read a

book, and free your mind over a margar- 
ita, Kerouac’s favorite drink. 


Trad'r Sam 

6150 Geary Blvd. 

Outer Richmond 

Trad’r Sam looks like a Hawaiian shirt 
exploded onto the walls of a bar, and we 
wouldn’t have it any other way. The beer 
is only in bottles, but don’t go to Trad’r 
Sam for the brews — go for the “Polyne- 
sian drinks” of various colors and ques- 
tionable amounts of ice cream. Scorpion 
bowls adorned with little umbrellas are 
de rigeur at this tiki joint, and worry not, 
they’re served stiff. 


Tunnel Top 

601 Bush St. 

Nob Hill 

At first, it has all the makes of a vintage 
dive — aged interior, noirish location 
over the Stockton Tunnel, a gallery level 
where youd half-expect to see languor- 
ous prostitutes fanning themselves — 
but the Tunnel Top is deceptive. There 
are barrel-aged boulevardiers and Here- 
tic Evil Twin amber ale, and the Union 
Square-adjacent location ensures a 
steady supply of wandering tourists 
commingling with the regulars who 
know how good a $2-off-cocktails-until- 
7:30-p.m. happy hour is. Last time we 
went, some chatty British women in 
their 60s drank us under the table. ’Nuff 
said. 


Wild Side West 

424 Cortland Ave. 

Bernal Heights 

Bored? Have a short attention span? 
Keen on snooping? Then this is the bar 
for you! A cross between your grandma’s 
attic and a museum, Wild Side West is 
chock full of bizarre relics, like oil paint- 
ings of women whose breasts are conve- 
niently exposed, a wall of vintage shoes, 
and numerous statues speckled about its 
verdant backyard patio. Not to mention 
Wild Side West is also rather old — at 
least by San Francisco gay bar standards 
— having opened in 1962 by two “proud 
lesbians.” It’s weird, local, and welcoming 
— everything you could ask for. 


Would You Believe?? 

4652 Geary Blvd. 

Inner Richmond 

Whether you're drinking the Wet Pussy 
(Midori, sour apple Schnapps, Malibu, 
raspberry vodka, and cranberry juice) or 
the Orgy (Kahlua, Bailey’s, Bacardi 151, 
and vodka), cocktails are the name of the 
game at Would You Believe?? It doesn’t 
take itself too seriously, but does take 
the mission of getting you pissed-drunk 
incredibly seriously. The real draw 
though is Thirsty Thursdays — dollar 
shots that are dangerously enticing. OK, 
so occasionally you've got to brave the 
preppy, perennially annoying USF stu- 
dents. But no, you didn’t see someone 
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rolling dice. Scouts honor. 


Philosophers Club 

824 Ulloa St. 

West Portal 

Hang a left just outside of the West Por- 
tal Muni station and you'll find the neon 
lights of Philosophers Club. While it’s 
hard to know for sure, sources tell us the 
place is a cop bar. Whether it’s fre- 
quented by the few boys and girls in blue 
who actually live in San Francisco doesn’t 
really matter as it’s got enough room for 
everyone — and food to spare on special 
occasions. Above the strange stares and 
occasional Irish brogue, a ceiling fresco 
(if we can even call it that) looks down 
upon the bar’s patrons. Among the fa- 
mous peering down are Martin Luther 
King Jr., Sitting Bull, Mahatma Gandhi, 
and John Lennon. With drinking bud- 
dies like that, you'll always have someone 
to raise your glass to. 


Horseshoe Tavern 

2024 Chestnut St. 

Marina 

Not many people like to admit that they 
go out for drinks in the Marina (and if 
they do, they’ve got other problems). We 
say that’s the only way anyone can han- 
dle the neighborhood’s humanity. And 
humanity is what you get at the Horse- 
shoe on Chestnut. The bartenders are 
nice enough, but if you piss them off, we 
are sure they'll have no problem sending 
you out the door. In fact, our theory is 
that such approaches to many of their 
would-be patrons is what keeps them 
sane and the bar the kind of place we'd 
recommend you frequent. 


Columbus Cafe 

562 Green St. 

North Beach 

Established in 1936, this dive has it all: 
pool table, photo booth, Wi-Fi, full bar, 
26 draft beers, a jukebox, and one of the 
best happy hours in San Francisco. Co- 
lumbus Cafe has two-for-one drinks ev- 
ery day from 4 to 8 p.m. This is probably 
the best spot if you want to find a pool 
game, watch sports or if you feel like 
banging your head to Iron Maiden at 
1a.m. (Don't forget to order their fa- 
mous Moscow Mule.) 


O’Keeffe’s 

598 Fifth Ave. 

Inner Richmond 

This is the kind of Irish bar — with fiddle 
music filtering out its door from time to 
time — where Irish Republican Army 
collectors must have dropped by once a 
month not long ago to pick up a contri- 
bution for a united Eire. While the strug- 
gle in the home country has mostly come 
to an end, this corner spot still wears its 
loyalties on its chest. A large poster of 
Bobby Sands, an IRA prisoner who died 
from a hunger strike in 1981, is proudly 
displayed behind the bar. So, be polite 
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and enjoy yourself, but be careful about 
your Ps and Qs, or at least anything to 
the with the queen, in this very Republi- 
can — but only in the Irish nationalist 
sense — drinking hole. 


Li Po Lounge 

916 Grant Ave. 

Chinatown 

There exists a category of dive bar that 
needs recognition: the joint that special- 
izes in one drink and one drink alone. In 
the case of Li Po, a Bourdain-approved 
L-shaped lounge with high-kitsch lan- 
terns and a cavernlike entrance, it’s the 
Chinese Mai Tai, a venomous scorpion 
sting of dark rum, light rum, 151, an un- 
specified “Chinese liquor,’ and pineapple 
juice. The question “Is it good?” is less 
important than the question “Are you 
willing to tolerate being a second-tier 
San Franciscan by not having one?” (But 
by the way, it’s good.) 


The Stud 

399 Ninth St. 

SoMa 

After the closure of so many LGBTQ 
spaces in the last few years, the commu- 
nity was bound to draw a line in the sand 
eventually. That line encircles The Stud, 
a near-ancient gay dive that hosts the 
universally well-regarded Friday night 
drag show, Club Some Thing. The an- 
nouncement that the bar's rent was to be 
tripled spurred a coalition of drag queens 
and nightlife impresarios to rally to the 
Save Our Stud cause, and the future 
looks (tentatively) bright. It’s dim, the 
soundsystem is meh, and it has weird 
flow, but dear Lord if this place isn’t the 
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aorta of mid-2010s queer S.F. Bon 
chance, Stud. We are truly rooting for 
you. 


Zeitgeist 

199 Valencia St. 

Mission 

The punkiest punk-rock bar under an 
overpass, Zeitgeist lives up to its name 
by changing with the times. (The clien- 
tele is like an index of what’s doing in the 
Mission.) It’s got a massive backyard, 
Simpsons pinball, and 40 beers on tap. But 
be warned: You can get kicked out for the 
slightest infraction, including sitting ona 
picnic table while waiting for your in- 
sanely good $8 cheeseburger. But at the 
same time, we have considered retiring 
the Best Bloody Mary category in our Best 
Of issue because, well, we don’t want to 
keep giving it to Zeitgeist. 


Bender's 

806 South Van Ness Ave. 

Mission 

Yes, the menu changed last year. And yes, 
there are still tater tots (along with fried 
Oreos and hormone-free house-made dog 
treats at three for a buck). But from punk 
shows during Noise Pop to $10 Bul- 
leit-and-Anchor deals, Bender’s has its 
finger on the pulse of the Mission — or at 
least the Mission that beats underneath 
the current Mission that everyone frets 
about. Pro-tip: Head over on the first 
night of the week to catch the last of Mo- 
jito Mondays (4-8 p.m.) and maintain 
until Ass-End Happy Hour picks up from 
11 p.m. until closing. Note: We are not 
responsible for your contributions to the 
gross domestic product on Tuesday. 


The Cinch 

1723 Polk St. 

Polk Gulch 

Yep, that’s a drawing of a dude getting 
mounted by a lion. Beneath the rain- 
bow-hued Tibetan peace flags is a long 
bar — the second-oldest surviving gay 
bar in the city, and a monument to what 
Polk Street used to be. Fourth Sundays 
are given over to the drag show Let’s 
Have a Kiki, but The Cinch is well-known 
for celebrating Star Wars Day on May 4, 
along with its annual chili cook-off. Go 
throw back a few pints and make some 
new friends. Or just make out in the 


booth. 


Delirium 

3139 16th St. 

Mission 

This bar always feels slightly underap- 
preciated to us, what with its dark back 
room that probably has a history we can 
only speculate about. (There’s lots of 
good hip-hop back there, though.) But 
“Service for the Sick” is a great motto, 
and when we're feeling under the 
weather, it’s dollar drafts that nurse us 
back to health. Also: $3 mystery shots. 
And let us praise what has to be the 
most thoroughly graffitied-over urinals 
in San Francisco. 


The Phone Booth 

1398 South Van Ness Ave. 

Mission 

All right, the ability to smoke in here 
has gone the way of actual phone 
booths. (That was only a matter of 
time.) But after the tobacco clouds 
cleared, and we realized just how small 
this place was and how much fun is 
packed into every square foot, we 
learned to appreciate this islet of divey 
weirdness — hello, Barbie doll chande- 
lier — on a dismal stretch of South Van 
Ness, a solid nominee for S.F’s dreariest 
street. Give this phone a buzz, and get 
your buzz on. 


The Uptown 

200 Capp St. 

Mission 

When longtime owner Scott Ellsworth 
died in early 2014, The Uptown’s future 
looked grim. But a consortium of pa- 
trons and friends managed to keep 
things going, and today, the 110-year-old 
bar — which has only been called The 
Uptown since the mid-1980s or so — re- 
mains in good hands. Come for the 
couches, stay for the under-$5 pints. And 
the art in this bar is so freaking terrible 
that it’s probably priceless. 


500 Club 

500 Guerrero St. 

Mission 

If you judge a dive bar by its neon sign, 
then the 500 Club’s gaudy marquee — as 
electrifying as any single-screen movie 
palace’s blade — is a winner. But if books 


are not to be judged by their covers then 
bars are not to be evaluated on their exte- 
riors, although the branded window bars 
are pretty snazzy, too. It does not in fact 
open at 6 a.m., but 11 a.m.— and10a.m. 
on Sundays — but on the inside, the 500 
Club has a photo booth, a velvet painting 
of a weepy Elvis, $3 Fernet on Mondays, 
and it’s a stop on the Tamale Lady’s cir- 
cuit. 


Elixir 

3200 16th St. 

Mission 

A bar that salutes the golden hydrant that 
saved the city from burning down com- 
pletely in 1906 is a bar that wears its his- 
tory on its sleeve, and if you can believe 

it, this address had already been a saloon 
for 48 years before the earthquake. Gen- 
teel in spite of the framed ads for ear- 
ly-1900s laxatives, Elixir is a dive bar with 
an active calendar, rotating its cocktail 
menu with the seasons and celebrating 
Negroni Week — and the collection of 
more than 400 whiskeys from around the 
world doesn’t hurt, either. 


Casanova Lounge 

527 Valencia St. 

Mission 

The most art-directed bars in San Fran- 
cisco are places like Whitechapel, The In- 
terval, and Pagan Idol — they’re 
delightful, no doubt, but dives they ain't. 
Casanova, though, betrays a certain pa- 
nache: Velvet paintings are common 
enough, but this naked lady gets her own 
proscenium arch, and the grape-bunch 
light fixtures are wonderfully bizarre. 
Like everything within a few blocks of 
16th and Valencia streets, it’s loud and

Bow Bow Lounge

Chinatown 

Part of a trio of Chinatown dives — its 
partners in crime being Li Po and Buddha 
Lounge, to which we award honor- 
able-mention status — Bow Bow Lounge 
is known for two things that go hand-in- 
hand: karaoke and Mama Candy. Here, 
you can sing to your heart’s content 
among stray North Beach visitors and 
Cantonese crooners as long as you have 
the patience to scroll through the poorly 
organized song lists and don’t mind a lit- 
tle feedback. Meanwhile, the 
tough-love-administering Mama, wear- 
ing sequins and with flowers in her hair, 
buys you shots and refills the bowls of 
nuts. 


Kilowatt 

3160 16th St. 

Chinatown 

Let’s be honest: There are many places to 
get wasted on this stretch of 16th Street. 
Very few of them have weekend happy 
hours that run into the evening the way 
Kilowatt’s does, though. A punk bar that 
became a sports bar whose atmosphere 
can get a little macho at times, this is a 
resolutely no-frills place in a neighbor- 
hood that has gotten frillier. Jillian’s it 
isn’t, but we respect any joint that has 
pool, pinball, and darts. It took 1.21 jiga- 
watts to power a time-traveling DeLo- 
rean, but one kilowatt can keep us 
charged all Sunday afternoon and into 
the evening. 
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Pissed-Off Pete's 

4528 Mission St. 

Excelsior 

It’s got a shamrock on the sign — an- 
other neon gem, for those keeping score 
— but Pissed-Off Pete’s caters to more 
than just the Sons (and Daughters) of 
Hibernia. With reggae parties, a kitchen 
that puts out chicharrones, and karaoke 
nights, it draws in locals from one of the 
more diverse neighborhoods in San 
Francisco. Bars of any stripe grow rarer 
as you move beyond the Bernal Cut, but 
few are as guaranteed to bring you out 
of a rage as this place, angry nomencla- 
ture notwithstanding. Don’t miss the 
Butterbutt pizza, made with butternut 
squash and braised pork butt. 


The Saloon 

1232 Grant Ave. 

North Beach 

In a city that struggled to create a jazz 
district, the continued existence of a 
blues- and jazz-centric dive in 2016 
should be cause for celebration. Legend- 
arily the oldest bar in San Francisco, it 
supposedly survived the earthquake 
and inferno because the fire depart- 
ment wants to make sure the prosti- 
tutes upstairs were spared. Don't stare 
too hard at Alan Streets’ mural of the 
neighborhood, or it'll suck you right in. 


The Knockout 

3223 Mission St. 

Bernal Heights 

Booty Bassment hip-hop, oldies dance 
parties, punk vinyl night, and — of 
course — karaoke populate The Knock- 
out’s social calendar. You want a Bud? 
You got it. A Hamm’s? A PBR? Those, 
too. Maybe you want to bring tacos in, 
or get some sushi? You can have it all. 
One of the last true rock’n’ roll bars 
standing, The Knockout is where you 
throw back a tall boy with your friends 
before entering the happiest form of 
oblivion. 
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Toronado 

547 Haight St. 

Lower Haight 

One hundred beers is a lot of beer, and 
Toronado works its industry connec- 
tions to get score some rarities. 
Granted, there can be — ahem — issues 
with staff attitude, but if you're polite 
and know what you want to order when 
the bartender acknowledges you, you 
should be fine. Like a fungus and bacte- 
ria combining into a lichen, Toronado 
exists in symbiosis with Rosamunde 
Sausage Grill, combining beers and 
brats to great effect. Just grab a napkin; 
Toronado is coasters-only. 


Shotwell's 

3349 20th St. 

Mission 

Clara Jeffery of Mother Jones called it 
the Platonic ideal of a bar, but don’t let 
the synchronicity of the name fool you. 
Pub quizzes, pool, and low-ABV drinks 
are what keep Shotwell’s in business. 
(There is no hard liquor.) But 125 years 
after the first drinking establishment 
opened at this address, and three years 
after becoming a hot zone in the brief 
war against Glassholes, Shotwell’s 
draws a relaxed and dare-we-say eru- 
dite crowd with its approachable vibe 
— and the distance between it and the 
madding hordes of 16th Street. 


St. Mary's Pub 

3845 Mission St. 

Bernal Heights 

Some bars are quintessential neighbor- 
hood joints, others are in liminal zones 
yet make the neighborhood come to 
them. Curiously situated on the 
downslope of Mission Street as it exits 
the better-traversed half of the city, 
this “Holiest Place to Fall From Grace” 
isn’t particularly sinful — but it does 
have a solid Bloody Mary bar on Sun- 
days as well as a Bulleit-and-Fernet 
cocktail called the San Francisco. It’s so 
pretty and full of light in here that St. 
Mary’s is almost not a dive. 
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The Peaks 

1516 Castro St. 

Noe Valley 

Not to be confused with another bar 
on Castro Street with the word “Peaks” 
in its name — the slightly more up- 
scale Twin Peaks, at Market and 17th 
streets — The Peaks is Noe Valley’s 
own hole in the wall. It might look like 
it’s ready to celebrate St. Patrick’s Day 
every night of the year, but Taco Tues- 
days are the bigger draw.

The perennial rock ’n’ roll dive 
bar with a punk jukebox has been a 
welcoming spot in the Castro and Du- 
boce Triangle for 22 years, with mu- 
rals of a dog and cat drinking together 
and a spider in a spider web. The back 
patio is a great place for some outdoor 
drinking, and in the summers, Lucky 
13 does free BBQ every Saturday. 

It would truly be a shame if this bar 
were to go away — and not just be- 
cause it’s been a favorite for SF Weekly 
staffers on many Tuesday nights after 
we go to press. In an interview with 
Hoodline last year, manager Marin 
Kraenkel addressed the rumors about 
the building’s being razed to make 
room for more condos. 

“We are a historical landmark. When 
you look at the front of the building, 
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it says ‘W.O.W 1906, which stands for 
Woodmen of the World, a fraternal 
benefit society during the turn of the 
century for woodworkers. They still 
exist, but there used to be 18 club- 
houses in San Francisco, and this is 
the last remaining one,” Kraenkel 
said. 

So, with the historical designa- 
tion and the support of the com- 
munity, Lucky 13 should still be 
with us for a bit while longer — if 
we're lucky. But, as Kraenkel told 
Hoodline, if the bar does close, it’s 
going to be “one hell of a going-away 
party.’ A few more things to know 
about Lucky 13: It’s dog-friendly, 
the bathrooms are toward the front, 
and there’s always free popcorn!

The trial of the century, they were calling 
it, 20 years before O.J. In the 1970s, the 
case of Patty Hearst was unfolding, and 
now, in the comprehensively researched 
American Heiress, New Yorker journalist 
Jeffrey Toobin revisits the still-fasci- 
nating story.

Toobin views 
Hearst not as a brainwashed zombie but 
as an unformed young woman of privi- 
lege shaped by her warped situation and 
by the climate of the 1970s, which he de- 
scribes as radical, violent, and crazy.

Star turns by San Francisco, in 
everything from Vertigo toA 
View to a Kill, are easy to spot, 
while credits to our neighbor 
across the way are often hard to 
come by. During the inaugural 
Oakland Week, audiences are 
invited to test their topographi- 
cal acumen —i.e., name the 
long white tunnel in The Matrix:

NOT THE END OF NATURE 


This spring, even as the leaders of 170 nations signed the Paris climate agree- 
ment to lower greenhouse gas emissions, Native Americans began gathering in 
North Dakota to protest the construction of a new pipeline that would carry 
470,000 barrels of oil under the Missouri River every day. In the face of what 
many call the sixth great extinction, policies may seem belated and inadequate. 
Thankfully, there are emissaries to keep us from falling into environmental de- 
spair. In her book Citizen Scientist: Searching for Heroes and Hope in an Age of Ex- 
tinction, award-winning science writer Mary Ellen Hannibal reminds us how 
many species have been pulled back from the precipice by the efforts of regular 
people. Interviews with frontline scientists and devoted nature lovers lead Han- 
nibal into mountain ranges and tide pools where she learns how to record star- 
fish die-offs and track deforestation using little more than a smartphone.

Their final show, an exhibit at the Museum of Contem- 
porary Modern Art Africa in Cape Town, will be presented by photographer 
Roger Ballen, the artist who is more than a little responsible for their chronically 
dusty dystopian tailoring. Hopefully, for the rest of the world, the exhibit will co- 
incide with the release of a semi-biographical film about African gangster ninjas 
and their fifth studio album. No doubt, their fifth studio album will be much like 
their last four — a cascade of beats punctuated by the helium-induced sing-song 
of Yo-landi Vi$$er and the sleazy, snarling Afrikaans rhymes of Ninja. Over the 
years, the playful vulgarity of these roguish and supercilious art-stars has made 
them ambassadors of the slumdog culture known as zef — but the music has al- 
ways felt like a means, not an end. The art is in the presentation: Vi$$er's alien 
paleness and replicant mullet, Ninja’s bare chest and flaccid penis, the loogies, 
the hotpants, the freaky animal masks, and the bad tattoos. Even if you don’t 
rush to buy the new record, Mount Ninji and Da Nice Time Kid, don’t miss the gig.

Epic Immersive merges hip-hop with the French Revolution in its interactive show, Ancien Regime.

While Lin-Manuel Miranda’s 


smash hit Hamilton may not arrive at the 
Orpheum Theatre until March, fans of 
historical revolutions and hip-hop will 
have a chance to take part in something 
equally original this month. 

Held as part of the Come Out and 
Play game festival, Epic Immersive’s 
Ancien Regime places its audience 
at the cross-section of a pre-French 
Revolution Court of Versailles and the 
modern-day landscape of Silicon Val- 
ley. Unlike Hamilton, this performance 
does not take place in a theater, but 
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rather across a number of locations 

in Fort Mason. Promising secret mis- 
sions, chance encounters on the docks, 
and a masquerade ball, Ancien Regime 
envelops the audience in a pivotal part 
of the journey. You don’t simply watch 
the action unfold. 

For director Steve Boyle and co-cre- 
ator Bora “Max” Koknar, activating the 
audience is one of Epic Immersive’s 
core tenets. 

“T think we focus a lot on story,” 
Boyle says. “Big stories where there’s 
a clear narrative. In none of our work 
so far has the audience been a pas- 
sive mover. They’re always seen and

acknowledged, given attention, and 
brought into scenes.” 

Epic Immersive began as a chance 
meeting between Boyle and Koknar, 
who were both participants in San 
Jose Repertory’s Emerging Artists 
Lab. When budget cuts in 2014 essen- 
tially killed the program, Boyle spoke 
at a local city hall meeting, citing a 
recent experience he'd had creating 
immersive installations in the forest 
for the venture capital firm Innovation 
Endeavors. 

Following the meeting, Boyle was 
approached by Alida Bray, President 
and CEO of History San Jose. She told 
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Boyle about History Park, a San Jose 
property owned by the organization 
that resembled a movie set of a town 
from the early 1900s, and asked if he 
might want to stage something there. 
Thus, Matthew Briar and the Age of Res- 
urrection was born. 

A three-act production featuring 
100 performers — including actors, 
musicians, dancers, and aerialists — 
Matthew Briar took audiences from 
a ficticious 1907 World’s Fair to the 
Roaring ’20s and finally into the Great 
Depression. 

“Getting started, I think we were all 
thinking this might be a one-and-done 
sort of deal,” Koknar says. “But then 
the reaction, both from the artists 
who were involved with the project 
and from our audiences, were beyond 
expectations for us.” 

Originally scheduled for one day, 
the production ended up lasting a full 
weekend (with an encore presentation 
set for this Oct. 14-16). 

“It struck a chord,” Boyle says. “It 
brought in a flood of new opportuni- 
ties. This year, we've worked at speak- 
easies and created art for subterranean 
secret societies. Everything that’s hap- 
pening now came as a direct result of 
the response to Matthew Briar.” 

One such opportunity was from 
Catherine Herdlick, the director for 
the San Francisco chapter of Come 
Out and Play. Boyle says that when 
Herdlick mentioned that the festival’s 
2016 incarnation would take place at 
Fort Mason, he and Koknar “leapt at 
the chance” to put something together. 
According to Koknar, one of their main 
challenges was figuring out how to 
create something that would take ad- 
vantage of their newly gifted setting, a 
“visually striking landscape.” 

“We joked about how we could get 
more epic,’ he says. “Of course, the 
answer is to have a story that incorpo- 
rates the entire Bay, with Oakland and 
islands and enormous bridges in the 
background, and have it be meaningful 
to the story.” 

What they settled on became Ancien 
Regime, which takes its name from 
the political system upended by the 
French Revolution. Boyle confesses 
that he and Koknar have “a bit of an 
obsession” with the Revolution and 
subsequent Reign of Terror, and that 
Epic Immersive is currently working on 
a musical experience for 2017-18 that 
encapsulates those themes. 

“We've long been fascinated by that 
little five-year period, and for what it 
has to say about our modern world,”

Boyle says. “It’s rife with meaningful 
questions about income inequality in 
the developed world, and it has a lot 
to say, for example, about revolutions 
in the Middle East, and about na- 
tion-building and terrorism.” 

Thus Ancien Regime presented Epic 
Immersive with the perfect scenario 
to test out some of what the duo has 
in store. Along came Rococo, an “aris- 
tocratic start-up” that had recently 
done a photo shoot with the Houston 
hip-hop group Rosewood Thievz. Boyle 
got in touch with the rappers and was 
thrilled to learn that member James 
Pendleton IV was also a Shakespearean 
actor. They agreed to take part in the 
production, which Boyle gushes may 
be the first example of hip-hop being 
incorporated into a large-scale immer- 
sive experience. 

For Boyle, he sees hip-hop as the 
natural extension of Shakespeare. 

“To me, hip-hop is Shakespearean,” 
he says. “It’s spitfire soliloquy that 
moves as swiftly and intricately as 
rushing thought. I wanted to get my 
hands dirty with it for a long time, 
and here was an opportunity that had 
actually been hoisted on us without us 
even seeking it out.” 

So with elements as disparate as 
rap and masquerade balls, what pre- 
cisely should one expect to see during 
a performance of Ancien Regime? Not 
surprisingly, it’s hard to say. With nu- 
merous opportunities to interact with 
the cast, and so many choices to be 
made on the fly, it’s seemingly impossi- 
ble to take in every detail through one 
go-round. In a sense, Boyle says, that’s 
really the point. 

“It’s part of the beauty and excite- 
ment and scalability of immersive 
theater that it’s so large and rich and 
intricate that you can keep returning 
again and again and peeling back new 
layers of story,’ he says. “With our 
shows, all of a sudden you're dropped 
into this world, and it is your oyster. 
As an audience member, there are 
these actors right in front of you, going 
through the experience with you. The 
human connection that gets created 
makes getting the whole picture a little 
less important.”

Nick Offerman Goes Higgledy-

“The magic runs deep in San 
Francisco Bay,’ Nick Offerman says. 

Offerman — best known as Ron 
Swanson on Parks and Recreation — is 
currently on tour with his wife, Megan 
Mullally, in what the lovebirds have 
dubbed “The Summer of 69: No Apos- 
trophe.” And while San Francisco may 
be far from Offerman’s home state, 
the award-winning actor still had kind 
words for the Bay Area. 

“Growing up in a farm town in Il- 
linois, San Francisco always was, you 
know, sort of a Shangri-La of the Unit- 
ed States,’ Offerman tell SF Weekly. 

Oddly enough, San Francisco was 
the location for one of Offerman’s first 
feature films. During production on 
1999's Treasure Island, an award-win- 
ning Sundance film that was set during 
World War II, the producer would 
make a call to have the Bay Bridge 
lights turned off during filming. 

“T felt like I was in a Kubrick mo- 
ment or something where I was like 
‘Oh my God, we can bend the time and 
space continuum with our filmmak- 
ing,’ Offerman says. 

And while our infamous pris- 
on-turned-tourist-attraction may be 
best-known for some of its inmates, 
it also holds some memories for Of- 
ferman’s feet. During a road trip in 
Offerman’s college theater days, one 
of his friends shot footage of him as 
an Alcatraz inmate, focusing on how 
much he enjoyed dancing ... around the 
prison mess hall. 

“And so, there’s a bunch of footage 
of me dancing and leaping about in 
Alcatraz cafeteria that may, to this day, 
be some of my finest work,” he says. 

It’s an image worth picturing, that’s 
for sure. And if that wasn’t enough, 
some of Offerman’s favorite wood 
workers are also based in or around the 
area. (He has his own woodworking 
shop in East Los Angeles.) 

“And so, the Bay area and the sur- 
rounding idyllic environs of Marin and 
Sonoma and Napa all just, you know, 
seemed really magical. Like Puff the 
Magic Dragon might be found there,” 
Offerman says. “And it still kind of 
holds that fascination for me. It’s such 
a whimsical city built on such hilly 
terrain with such a charismatic water- 
front sort of encompassing the whole 
place.” 

Offerman also used to fantasize 
about relocating to the area, before 
running up against the realization that 
he would have to find a spot for his 
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truck. 

“Everything comes down to parking 
in that town,’ Offerman says. 

“The Summer of 69: No Apostro- 
phe,” which just wrapped up its East 
Coast leg — the duo heads to Europe 
ahead of the California shows — 
paints a different picture than fans 
that came to know Offerman as Swan- 
son may expect. 

“It’s not like us on TV, and it’s not 
like standup comedy,” Offerman says. 
“It’s an old-fashioned show about real- 
ly fun and dirty material. But ultimate- 
ly, you know, we're singing songs about 
having sex and what not, but then ulti- 
mately the show is actually very sweet. 
... You go in thinking that it’s a show 
about our balls and our tits, but you 
realize that’s only a vehicle through 
which we communicate how much fun 
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a marriage can be.” 

And with that more positive, and 
happier, take on marital bliss, the show 
flies in the face of, and runs directly 
counter to, the normal media marriage 
narrative. 

“No, it’s true, we’re middle-aged. If 
you re over 27 you're not supposed to 
have sex. If you're in a marriage that’s 
longer than three years, you're suppose 
to hate your spouse. The modern sen- 
sibility is to find comfort in cynicism 
and in insulting people instead of sup- 
porting them and dealing with love,” 
Offerman says. “Much like the TV 
shows that we were lucky enough to be 
a part of, we succeed by communicat- 
ing with optimism and positivity and 
talking about our balls.” 

Offerman, who has only been a 
touring comedian for a few years, 


planned the tour dates as a drivable 
voyage from city to city — “You quick- 
ly learn, ‘Oh, if you leave the touring 
route up to the business people, they'll 
just send you higgledy-piggledy, ” he 
says — while the pair listens to audio- 
books. 

“It’s an absolute blast,” Offerman 
says. ‘I mean, getting to do this with 
Megan is such a dream job. You know, 
if you take a married couple that likes 
to have fun together and say, ‘What 
can you guys do, what kind of project 
can you devise where you get to have 
the maximum fun possible and still get 
paid?’ It’s this, it’s a road trip.” 

But for Offerman, it all comes down 
to creating. Even if, as he waxed and 
created the hypothetical situation 
off the top of his head, an Anthony 
Weiner sex scandal between him and 
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farm animals barred him from future 
high-profile acting work, he could still 
see himself performing theater on a 
local level. 

“As long I get to keep trying to de- 
liver medicine to the people through 
comedy or drama or the walnut slab 
tables, I think I'll be happy,’ Offerman 
says. 

And, of course, well, don’t forget 
the balls. 

“In short, if you dig love and genita- 
lia, you're going to love this show.”

Sepulveda, 
The High Road 


Logo made reality-television 
history last week when the network pre- 
miered its new gay dating show, Finding 
Prince Charming, hosted by none other 
than former *NSYNC-star-turned-gay- 
icon, Lance Bass. As a long time Bachelor 
and Bachelorette watcher, with a healthy 
side of Rock of Love, A Shot at Love with 
Tila Tequila, and (let us not forget) For 
the Love of Ray Jay, this show is basically 
my dream come true. Say what you wish 
about reality television, I think it’s bril- 
liant — in that Orwellian-dystopia Hun- 
ger Games kind of way. 

Someday, cyborg historians will 
look back on this point in human his- 
tory in the same way we look back on 
the brutal tastes of the Elizabethans or 
the ancient Romans. 

Trapping a dozen strangers togeth- 
er, pumping them full of Chardonnay, 
depriving them of food and sleep, and 
then filming as they compete in phys- 
ical, mental, and emotional 
challenges isn’t much 
less barbaric than a 
good old-fashioned 
bear-baiting. 

People often 
ask me for recom- 
mendations on 
how to consume, 
“ethical” porn — 
in which workers 
are respected, 
well-paid, and giving 
enthusiastic consent 
— but rarely do I hear 
conversations about concern 
over ethical practices in main- 
stream television. 

Angelea Preston was crowned 
America’s Next Top Model in 2011 
only to be stripped of her title once 
news of her brief career as an escort 
was uncovered. Late last year, Preston 
filed a $3 million lawsuit against the 
show’s producers, and began speaking 
out about the exploitative conditions 
under which the contestants worked. 
Preston speaks of her time in the Top 
Model house as being “like a prison,” 
where contestants were often denied 
food and water as a way to enhance 
drama on the show, by ensuring every- 
one stayed hangry and on-edge. (As if 
there would be any other way to be ina 
house full of aspiring supermodels.) 

Preston isn’t the only reality televi- 
sion contestant who's been given the 
boot because she had a past in the sex 
industry. Frenchie Davis was kicked 
off the second season of American Idol 
when news spread of the nude model- 
ing she'd done to help pay for her first 
years at Howard University. And on 
Season 19 of The Bachelor, top contes- 
tant Jade Elizabeth recently revealed 
her past as a Playboy centerfold, only 
to be swiftly eliminated by the farm 
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boy who just couldn't take a chance on 
a girl like that in a small town. 

Although reality TV contestants 
are constantly sexualized and even 
compete for sex at times — i.e., “one- 
on-one time, the fantasy suite, etc. 

— producers have historically drawn a 
hard line when it comes to cast mem- 
bers who have done sex work. 

But Finding Prince Charming truly 
might be different. The leading man, 
Robert Sepulveda Jr., is not only a 
chisel-jawed Puerto Rican interior 
designer and LGBT activist, he’s also a 
former male escort who advertised on 
the late, great Rentboy.com — which 
the FBI seized and shut down last 
summer. Though the subject has yet to 
be discussed on the show, Sepulveda 
and Bass have been quick to address 
the controversy and let everyone know 
it’s not that big a deal. 

“We all have a past,” Bass said, de- 
fending Sepulveda on Huffington Post 
Live. “I was in a boy band. I'll admit it.” 

Even the notoriously bitchy 

celebrity blogger Perez 
Hilton took a stance 
. on the subject that 
mM was nothing short of 
nonchalant. (“Who 
are we to judge?” he 
asked.) 

Sepulveda insists 
that being open 
about his past is 
proof the show 
isn’t the same old 
heteronormative 

nonsense. He also 
revealed that one of 
rs the contestants on the 
show is HIV-positive, and 
attacking that stigma will be at 
the forefront of the season. 

Perhaps Prince Charming is right, 
and the times, they are a changin’, 
but I would venture to chalk this col- 
lective shrug — over something that 
would probably be quite the scandal 
to straight audiences — up to a simple 
double standard. Gay culture has had 
to make space for the reality of sex 
work, as LGBT people are dispropor- 
tionately disenfranchised, and many 
find ways of surviving via the sex 
trade. 

Moreover, women and men are sim- 
ply punished differently for engaging 
in sex work. Men are assumed to have 
agency over their sexualities, whereas 
women are expected to defer control 
of theirs to the church, the state, their 
husbands, and society’s pressures. 

I'd say that world is also ready to 
make some formal apologies to An- 
gelea Preston, Frenchie Davis, Jade 
Elizabeth and anyone else who's been 
kicked off reality TV for doing sex 
work. Regardless, I’m glad the world is 
finally ready for a full hour of prime- 
time pretty boys snuggling, curated by 
my all-time favorite boy band member. 
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Silicon Cowboys 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
IBM no longer makes personal comput- 
ers, but they were the big name in PCs in 
the early ’80s, and the company now 
lives on in Lenovo Thinkpads the way di- 
nosaurs live on in birds. Jason Cohen’s 
documentary Silicon Cowboys looks back 
on how the Nerdy McNerdlingers who 
founded Compag Computer Corporation 
in 1981 created one of the first of the so- 
called clones — devices reverse-engi- 
neered to run IBM PC software and 
peripherals — at a time when the laws 
about such things were still in flux. Com- 
paq’s machines were also much smaller 
and came in a comparatively portable 
package; these were the days when just 
putting a handle on something made it 
“portable,” so it wasn’t quite as small as 
today’s laptops or smartphones, but still 
a step in that direction. They also won 
hip points for using Monty Python’s 
John Cleese as their spokesperson, while 
IBM used a not-quite-as-hip Charlie 
Chaplin impersonator. Silicon Cowboys 
makes liberal use of footage from the se- 
ries Silicon Valley — and especially Halt 
and Catch Fire, which creator Christo- 
pher Cantwell says is very much inspired 
by the story of Compaq. The unacknowl- 
edged irony is that Halt didn’t really find 
its voice until it moved away from the 
Compag story in its second season, but 
Silicon Cowboys tells the true story very 
well indeed. Sherilyn Connelly 


Demon 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday 
at the Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Setting aside its generic and misleading 
title, Marcin Wrona’s Demon is a very 
eerie tale of possession, and a testament 
to what can be done without special ef- 
fects. Peter (Itay Tiran) is young man 
who moves to a gloomy Polish village to 
marry Zaneta (Agnieszka Zulewska), 
whom he’s only spoken to a few times on 
Skype. Her father (Andrzej Grabowski) 
disapproves, but still bequeaths them 
the decrepit ancestral home and throws 
them a big wedding. Unfortunately, after 
coming across a buried skeleton on the 
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property, Peter begins to show signs of 
being possessed by a Dybbuk, a dead soul 
from Jewish folklore that latches onto 
the living. The movie that should have 
been called Dybbuk would be worthy just 
for the astonishing physical performance 
by Tiran as the possessed Peter, but the 
film doesn’t suffer when the focus shifts 
toward the other characters in the third 
act and becomes Zaneta’s story by the 
end. In addition to being a meditation on 
modern Polish identity, Demon manages 
to use the trope of the scary, dark-eyed 
ghost lady without ever resorting to 
cheap jump scares, while also suggesting 
that there ain’t no wedding like a Polish 
wedding, cuz a Polish wedding don’t 
stop. Even when the groom has been 
possessed by a restless ghost. SC 


Max Rose 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday 
at the Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Daniel Noah’s soapy Max Rose has been 
through several editorial changes since 
its disastrous premiere at Cannes in 
2013, but it still has exactly one thing go- 
ing for it: being what’s surely the final 
starring role for Jerry Lewis, who was 86 
during filming and is still around to see 
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its release at 90. Jerry is Max, a famous 
jazz pianist dealing with the death of his 
wife Eva (Claire Bloom), made worse by 
new evidence that she may have cheated 
on him in 1959. He’s also struggling 
against the attempts of his beloved 
granddaughter Annie (Halt and Catch 
Fire’s Kerry Bishé) and his not-so-be- 
loved son Christopher (Kevin Pollak, 
looking thrilled to be acting opposite 
Jerry Lewis) to put him into an assisted 
living home. The plodding, maudlin Max 
Rose’s best moments rely heavily on the 
audience’s familiarity with Jerry’s per- 
sona, and while it’s great to see him bust- 
ing out some of his old schtick when 
playing with his great-grandchildren or 
hanging out with fellow 1950s comedy 
legend Mort Sahl, it doesn’t fit the char- 
acter at all. It would have made more 
sense as a sequel to The King of Comedy, 
but Max Rose is what it is, and at least 
Jerry is still with us. SC 


Racing to Zero 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
Christopher Beaver’s Racing to Zero is an 
hourlong promo for San Francisco's 
waste-recycling efforts, specifically re- 
garding Mayor Ed Lee’s pledge that the 
city will achieve “zero waste” by 2020. 
That Racing is preaching to the local 
choir is clear from an opening statistic 
about greenhouse gases that cites some- 
thing called the “Institute for Local 
Self-Reliance” rather than the EPA or 
NASA. What follows is the declaration, 
in a Papyrus-esque font, that, “In nature, 
nothing is created, nothing is lost, every- 
thing changes” — an unthreatening way 
of stating the law of conservation of en- 
ergy without bringing scary science into 
it. Crunchiness aside, Racing to Zero is an 
interesting look at one aspect of the 
city’s infrastructure with plenty of pleas- 
ant eyenoise in the footage of the 
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trash-processing plants, even if it’s 
sometimes marred by unneeded on- 
screen text. (San Franciscans burn a lot 
of casseroles, apparently.) While it’s al- 
ready outdated in some ways — the fea- 
tured e-waste recycling company 
GreenCitizen no longer has a presence 
within San Francisco city limits — for all 
its talk about sustainability and art, Rac- 
ing to Zero manages to go an hour with- 
out mentioning Burning Man once, so it 
least it doesn’t waste any footage on the 
Playa. (PSA: Brace yourself for those aw- 
ful “Zero Waste Dress Up” Goodwill bill- 
boards to start going up as Halloween 
approaches.) SC

Happening in five venues around town, 
including the Roxie and the Alamo Draft- 
house New Mission, the Cine+Mas San 
Francisco Latino Film Festival showcases 
the work of emerging and established 
filmmakers from the United States, Mex- 
ico, Spain, and several other countries 
(including The Netherlands and Qatar!). 
There are narrative features, documenta- 
ries, and short subjects, all shown in 
their original languages with English 
subtitles as appropriate, and the occa- 
sional English-language film with Span- 
ish subtitles. The opening night 
spectacular is the Chilean romantic com- 
edy Alma, by director Diego Rougier, 
about a bipolar woman (Javiera Conta- 
dor) who kicks her unsupportive hus- 
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band (Fernando Larrain) out of the 
house, and his attempts to win her back. 
(And let’s take a moment to appreciate a 
film festival that knows it’s OK to start 
off with a fun movie instead of an “im- 
portant” one.)

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A BENEDICTION WITH A MALDICION 


Mano of La Marcha

The meals that have stuck the 
most with me all summer were the ones I 
ate at Bellota, the tapas restaurant that 
debuted on the ground floor of Airbnb’s 
headquarters in SoMa this spring. Sec- 
ond only to Vietnamese, the culinary 
heritage of Northern Spain is probably 
the thing I could be happiest eating every 
day for the rest of my life. So since I 
missed out on La Marcha when it opened 
late last fall, I decided to go before the 
fall’s onslaught of major restaurants in 
S.E. buried it for the second time. It was a 
good decision. 

As tapas restaurants that expand 
beyond one region, the two share 
plenty of similarities, but their ap- 
proaches are very different. La Marcha 
is a tightly executed, 600-square-foot 
neighborhood restaurant that will 
almost certainly draw patrons from a 
fairly small radius, but Bellota wants to 
lure the attention of the international 
food press with its wood-fired oven, 
conspicuously displayed pig parts, and 
a 32-ounce bone-in porterhouse that'll 
set you back a Benjamin. Dinner at 
Bellota would be a rare treat for most 
mortals but for the relatively high 
noise level and likelihood of sitting at 
a communal table, while La Marcha 
could be any old date night — which is 
to its credit. The dishes that chef-own- 
ers Sergio Emilio Monleén and Emily 
Sarlatte put out include many things to 
like, and all are affordable. 

Although coming three to an order 
isn’t the most date-friendly math, 
the tortillitas de gambas ($9) are the 
way to start. They’re garlicky shrimp 
fritters with an avocado mousse, and 
they’re best when piping hot. The pata- 
tas bravas ($8), perkily roasted taters 
in a creamy romesco variation made 
with fiora peppers — which are simi- 
lar, if not nearly identical, to piments 
d’espelette and not far from paprika — 
have a certain folksy appeal. If they’d 
be at home in northeastern Spain, they 
also wouldn't be out of place at some 
summer-only, resort-town restaurant 
alongside a bang-up burger. 

Mar y montaria ($12), which at 
Bellota is presented as a tower of five 
discrete dishes, is here a salty dish of 
well-cooked clams in broth that’s been 
left to absorb a lot of flavor from its 
accompanying pancetta. You'll want 
more bread to sop up the remains, and, 
if you're like me, you'll wish it came 
unbuttered. And if you’re not afraid 
of sodium chloride, the croquetas de 
bacalao (or salt cod, $9) with pistachio 
hazelnut romesco and boquerones 
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(anchovies) will reward you because 
they’re lighter on the edges of the pal- 
ate than they sound. 

Asparagus season has come and 
gone, but the combination of burrata 
toast, truffle honey, 
and pine nuts on 
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come right out of the Alice Waters 
playbook, and a chermoula créme 
fraiche that’s straight-up Moroccan. If 
fabadas — those pork-and-bean stews 
from the Asturias region of northern 
Spain — are already 
rich enough, adding 


the esparragos ($9) La Marcha everything else risks 
seduced me all the 2026 San Pablo Ave., overkill. But in con- 
same.

usually salty enough, 
and this preparation 
includes rock salt, 
but it could have 
used another pinch 
to make it pop. Apart 
from that, it’s a fine 
marriage of classic and contemporary. 
The pulpo y garbanzos ($10) were the 
only unsuccessful dish on either visit, 
afflicted with too much competition 
among their internal parts. When the 
octopus, the piquillo peppers, and 
the chickpea puree are all running 

at maximum intensity, it feels like 

a person you already agree with has 
started shouting to make their point. 
But the very best dish operates on a 
similar logic. It’s the morcilla ($8), a 
plate of blood sausage that straddles 
the Strait of Gibraltar with pork belly, 
pickled radishes, cumin carrots that

this was a savvy 
move, brightening 
things up with a bit 
of acid and enough 
color that it no lon- 
ger looks like a por- 
ridge in earth tones. 
Paella, of course, is the star of the 
show, and it’s all too easy to dither 
over which one. If squid ink’s inherent 
baroque quality entices you, check out 
the arroz negro ($32) — which also 
comes with such luxuries as salmon 
roe and truffle aioli — but the rela- 
tive restraint of the paella valenciana 
(rabbit, snails, duck breast, green 
beans, rosemary, and saffron, $32) 
might better suit diners who've already 
gone to town on four or five tapas 
while waiting the requisite half-hour 
for their rice to be ready. It’s lovely 
to look at — although paella seldom

isn’t — and pairs beautifully with a 
Tempranillo called La Maldicién, which 
means “the curse.” But on each visit, it 
lacked any semblance of the socarrat, 
the gorgeous, controlled-burn crust of 
rice that forms on the bottom of the 
pan, and balances out any sweetness 
with a sublime complexity. Lusting af- 
ter a culinary creosote like that is close 
to hoping an anvil falls on the poor 
dishwasher’s head, but it’s arguably 
what separates the truly great from the 
very good. 

But again: This menu is a virtual 
guarantor of happiness, especially as 
a dinner for two. The main drawback 
to the whole experience is the acous- 
tics; you might find yourself saying, 
“hmm?” as much as “mmm!” Mostly 
brick with one tiled wall, La Marcha’s 
interior has nothing to absorb sound, 
although the magnificent artwork 
evokes Spain’s gaudily decaying arch- 
ways and pays homage to its status 
as the birthplace of many Modernist 
painters. In a sense, it’s the best 
metaphor for the kitchen’s mission: 
eliciting bursts of energy from simple 
beginnings.

However mild it might actually 
be, the combination of star anise and 
pink peppercorn in a ganache tends to 
surprise people accustomed to butter- 
scotch and fleur de sel caramels. 

“There’s a group of people who like 
it,” Michael Recchiuti, founder of Rec- 
chiuti Confections, says. “It does sell, 
and I’ve kept it on. I refuse to let it go. 
But if you look at our top 10, it doesn’t 
make the top 10 at all.” 

In the age of unusual or deliber- 
ately provocative dessert creations, 
from Humphry Slocombe’s prosciutto 
ice cream to the once-obscure kouign 
amanns that are suddenly everywhere, 
that’s surprising to hear. (And it is truly 
mild — especially compared to a fig-and- 
pink-peppercorn one-off that “tasted 
like dirt.”) 

But Recchiuti, one of San Francisco’s 
premier handmade confectioners, has 
always plowed ahead by staying innova- 
tive. As one of the American companies 
to use fresh infusions of herbs like 
lemon verbena — as opposed to buying 
jars of flavoring or monkeying around 
with alcohols — Recchiuti built a name 
for himself with quote-unquote weird 
pieces, like Tarragon Grapefruit. 

That one emerged from an inter- 
mezzo sorbet course during a previous 
career as a pastry chef. But figuring out 
how to incorporate it into chocolate 
wasn't like reinventing the wheel, Rec- 
chiuti says. 

“People in the south of France use 
things from the south of France,” he 
says. “Like lavender: It’s in chocolate, 
in soap, in salt. They’re smart, they use 
what’s in the area. Here, there was so 
much available because it’s such a bread- 
basket. We had a lot to integrate.” 

Although there are plenty of cool 
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Piedmont hazelnut chocolates

pieces of equipment — a gearhead of 
sorts, Recchiuti is pleased to show off 
the cast-iron feet of the 70-year-old 
panning machine that coats nuts with 
thin layers of chocolate a little at a time, 
and which he restored — the produc- 
tion facility in Dogpatch isn’t much like 
Willy Wonka’s factory. I get a peek at 

the robing machines and a collection 

of vats in which lemons are brining in 

a salt solution, but here there are no 
Oompah-Loompahs moralizing in rhym- 
ing couplets, and no lickable wallpaper. 
Technically speaking, this is also because 
it’s not a chocolate factory: That largely 
comes from Valrhona, which produces 
two custom dark-milk chocolate blends 
that Recchiuti purchases 15 tons at a 
time. 

Even though he tries to avoid sin- 
gle-origin chocolates, which can vary 
dramatically from lot to lot, standardiza- 
tion can be a challenge. Take the tarra- 
gon, for instance. 

The proportions and ratios are based 
on the intensity,’ Recchuiti says. “The 
farmers will say, “This is a really potent 
batch. You might want to cut back about 
15 percent.’ They give recommendations 
based on the growing season, how hot it 
was, hydration.” 

Not being a mass-market retailer 
gives him a bit more wiggle room 
than, say, Mars has when producing 
3 Musketeers — and a little more room 
to play. He’s taken a new approach to 
macarons — which are typically made 
from egg white, meringue, almond flour, 
and confectioner’s sugar — by subtract- 
ing the almond flour and adding cocoa 
nibs. And for an event called Killed by 
Dessert, he once made a labor-intensive 
asparagus truffle, candying the aspar- 
agus, running it through a mill, and 
folding in créme fraiche. To keep it from 
graying out, he threw in some tarragon, 
and then some lemon peel “to drive the 
asparagus flavor.” 

“Once you candy things, you can 
start to lose the flavor,” he says. 

To hear Recchiuti talk, it can almost 
sound as though money is no object. 
(This is particularly true if you happen 
to be eating one of his Piedmont hazel- 
nut pieces — from out of the world’s 
best-smelling walk-in refrigerator — as 


he speaks.) >» p40

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“If it’s something that we want, we'll 
just buy it,” he says. “I can get tarragon 
from any farm, but I really like Mariqui- 
ta Farm, so I buy it from them. Or I can 
buy boxes from China at 10 cents a box, 
but I'll pay $2 a box because they’re in 
California. Same box. There’s an ethical 
piece to how I work, and I like to keep 
local businesses in business.” 

When J ask if the world of confec- 
tions operates like coffee, with a first, 
second, and third wave, Recchiuti 
agrees, categorizing his business as 
third-wave. And it’s in expansion mode: 
The company will open a new building 
on Fourth Street in Berkeley in 2017, 
and revamp its flagship store in the Fer- 
ry Building in the spring. 

He has some kind words for 
long-standing players like Guittard — 
“they have really good ethics, and they 
haven't strayed from what they believe 
in” — and peers like Christopher Elbow, 
who works out of Kansas City but who 
has a shop in Hayes Valley, but Recchiuti 
notes that the field has gotten consider- 
ably more crowded since he got his start. 

“When we got into it, 20 years ago, 
there was a lot of opportunity,” he 
says. ‘Now, I wouldn’t want to start a 
chocolate business — you're stacked up 
against a lot of people. We're trying not 
to make ourselves look like the Jurassic 
Chocolate Makers, but at the same time, 
I see that everybody’s trying to create 
weird flavors all the time. That gets lost, 
because the true craft is that you take 
the chocolate and not some weird flavor 
that masks the chocolate.” 

If at first that sounds contradictory 
— what about that asparagus truffle? — 
it actually reveals something of a popu- 
list streak. Recchiuti makes cardamom 
nougat and cassis strata pieces, but 
also plays with variations of nostalgic 
candies. A Philadelphia native, he made 
his own version of Goldenberg’s Peanut 
Chews (which are likely only known to 
people who grew up in the Eastern Time 
Zone) as well as Junior Mints. 

“We try not to go into the wacki- 
ness,” he says. “I just wanted to do 
things that people could relate to: 
marshmallows, peanut butter cups, 

s' mores. You can kind of see what people 
like.” 

We're still in the walk-in at this point, 
sampling with abandon. Recchiuti cross- 
es out the number 198 and writes 196 
over it as we share two pieces of candied 
orange peel, and he starts extolling the 
virtues of that hazelnut again. 

“There's nothing like a Piedmont 
hazelnut,” he says. “They’re really small 
with a smoky, woody flavor. Oregon 
nuts I like, but they’re really fatty and a 
little more floral. I got into a big fight up 
in Oregon when | did a tasting. The guy 
who owned the store actually walked 
out. He was yelling at me: ‘All the other 
chocolate makers are using them.’ But I 
defended myself.” 

“There’s too much fat migration, and 
it penetrated through the chocolate 
shell,” Recchiuti adds. “I didn’t want to 
say that mine are better than yours.”

There are many dogs underfoot 
as I order two Deschutes IPAs, which is 
great for two reasons. First, they're 
friendly and cute — mutts, all of them 
— but they also make great distractions 
when a very intoxicated person won't 
stop comparing his hair with my hair 
and my boyfriend’s mostly bald head. 
Drunk chatterboxes who don’t quite 
grasp social cues are usually bearable, but 
it’s still only about 5:30 p.m. ona Satur- 
day, and I’m way behind this guy in 
terms of beer consumption. So I pet 
whatever four-legged friend comes my 
way. 

Any one of them could be the mas- 
cot for this bar, the reborn Riptide, 
which is in soft reopening mode. It’s 
been a year and a month since anyone's 
been here, because on the morning of 
Aug. 18, 2015, a two-alarm fire tore 
through the Great Highway Market on 
Taraval Street between 46th and 47th 
avenues and spread next door, incin- 
erating much of The Riptide’s interior 
— including the caribou head that had 
been mounted on the wall. (The re- 
placement, Carrie Boo 2, is already up.) 
It’s a happy occasion for a bar that an- 
chors its neighborhood’s social scene, 
so you can't fault anyone for getting a 
little tipsy a little early. Even if they do 
pat your pate. 

It has not been easy. 

“We've had so many hoops and hur- 
dles to jump through,” Riptide assis- 
tant manager Jean Fontana say, as she 
sips Red Bull through a straw. “Open- 
ing a bar that’s already here is one 
thing, but opening a bar from scratch 
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is a whole other mess of ponies.” 

In other words, the permitting pro- 
cess was thorny because nothing about 
the original Riptide was grandfathered 
in. The entertainment license was 
the steepest hurdle, with a few noise- 
averse neighbors rallying against the 
idea. (The man and woman sitting on 
the stools to my right point out that 
the bar has been there since the 1940s, 
so virtually everyone who lives nearby 
moved there knowing there was a ven- 
ue within earshot.) 

“But,” Fontana says, we also have a 
lot of really awesome neighbors who 
showed up and helped out. At the 
main entertainment meeting at City 
Hall, this cat rolls up in support. No 
one knew who he was. He was like, ‘I 
just love your bar. I live in the Mission 
and I don’t get out there that often, 
but what you guys have to offer is so 
important for the community in San 
Francisco. The music venues are clos- 
ing”” 

“The owners were like, ‘Who’s this 
guy?” Fontana adds. “He was just 
some rad dude who showed up. I was 
like, ‘Make sure you come back and say 
hi again. I'll buy you a drink.’” 

If you'd never been there before, 
youd hardly know anything happened. 
Management decided to start with 
a soft opening to take it easy on the 
equipment, but the only sign of the 
blaze is a singed, load-bearing post, 
blackened like the base of a giant se- 
quoia that survived a forest fire. People 
are clearly enjoying the homecoming, 
as the Riptide’s reputation precedes it. 
Fontana is adamant: This is no ordi- 
nary spot.

It’s “the only bar where as a patron, 
the bartenders were my actual friends,’ 
she says. “There’s something special 
about this bar that other places don’t 
have. Especially because everything’s 
free — except for the drinks. We want 
to offer a good time for the neighbor- 
hoods. It’s an effort to get out here if 
you don’t live here. It’s like, ‘Come out, 
we re great, see how fun we are!’ “ 

The Riptide isn’t the only beloved 
S.F. dive bar to have endured a fire, 
either. A much-larger conflagration 
in the Mission in June displaced 58 
people, destroyed Cole Hardware and 
Plaza Azul, and severely damaged the 
3300 Club. (When asked for informa- 
tion about that bar’s recovery sched- 
ule, owner Theresa Keane was unable 
to furnish any definitive answers. “My 
dad started working at the bar in 1956, 
so you can imagine how difficult this 
is for us,’ she told SF Weekly by email, 
noting that her family was “devastat- 
ed.”) 

Fontana is sympathetic. At least 
one 3300 Club bartender is a regular at 
The Riptide. 

“Everybody knows everybody 
around the bar scene right now,’ she 
says. ‘Especially dive bars.” 

The loyalties don’t just extend 
from patrons to the bar, either. In an 
industry marked by high turnover and 
constant staff poaching, Fontana notes 
that the employees didn’t vanish, even 
after more than a year. 

“We tried to keep most of the same 
staff, but obviously some people had to 
move or found other jobs,” she says. 

She herself has worked there for 
quite a while, at first calling numbers 
on bingo night and eventually subbing 
in on the fly for someone who'd hurt 
themselves. 

“One day, someone sprained their 
ankle, and they were like, ‘Well, Jean, 
you know the bar, you want to just 
bartend?’ That’s kind of how I got 
here. Everyone says I Showgirl’ed my 
way in and pushed someone down the 
stairs, but ve been here bout five or 
six years.” 

It’s a busy shift, and I’m reluctant to 
take up too much of her time. I thank 
her and extend my hand, but she’s hav- 
ing none of it. 

“You guys want another beer?” she 
asks. “You're all the way out here, you 
might as well.”

Oakland songstress Goapele makes more than just neo-soul music.

Singer-songwriter Goapele 
didn’t know it at the time, but she was 
about to pena hit. 

The year was around 1999, and the 
burgeoning vocalist had just returned 
home to Oakland after living in Boston 
to study at Berklee College of Music. 
She got a job working at a clothing 
store in the East Bay, and was saving 
up money to record and press 1,000 
CDs of her first full-length album. 

But first, she had to write the songs. 

Per a class assignment, she'd started 
writing a few tracks, but, overall, the 
R&B- and neo-soul-steeped album was 
still very much in its nascency. Hoping 
to help, Amp Live from the Oakland 
hip-hop duo Zion I, whom Goapele had 
recently sung a guest verse for, offered 
her an instrumental that he thought 
she would like. He was right. 

The trickling, subaquatic beat com- 
bined with the track’s delicate guitar 
melodies were the exact combination 
of sounds that Goapele had been look- 
ing for. As soon as she heard it, she 
loved it, she says, because “it moved 
something in me.” 

Taking inspiration from her own 
life, she began scribbling the song’s 
stream-of-consciousness hook — “I’m 
getting higher / Closer to my dreams / 
I’m getting higher and higher / Feel it 
in my sleep” — creating a mantra that 
she hoped would help both herself and 
those listening to the song. 

Less than a year later, her dreams 
came true when the fluttery, ascending 
track “Closer” became the first official 
single off her debut album of the same 
name. Initially an independent release, 
the album did so well that Hieroglyph- 
ics Imperium Recordings reissued it af- 
ter the first 1,000 copies sold out, and 
later Columbia Records picked it up for 
worldwide distribution. 

Since then, Goapele, who will per- 
form at Mezzanine on Saturday, Sept. 
17, has released four more albums and 
a handful of singles. But “Closer” still 
remains her best-known and most be- 
loved hit. To date, it has been listened 
to over 4 million times on Spotify and 
has been featured in a slew of films 
(Honey) and TV shows (90210) as well 
as in remixes by big-name rappers like 
Drake and YG. 

As a result, many people know of 
Goapele, who has a throaty, athletic 
voice, because of “Closer.” But she hes- 
itates to pigeonhole herself as solely an 
R&B or neo-soul artist. 

“T think it’s too limiting,” Goapele

tells SF Weekly. “I understand it for 
marketing purposes, but I’ve always 
hated defining myself with a genre. 
Nothing feels broad enough.” 

And she’s right. “Closer” may be a 
lush, dreamy effort rooted in neo-soul, 
but her other songs differ in style. 
Take, for instance, “Romantic,” anoth- 
er early Goapele track that is sultry, 
twangy, and brimming with bluesy 
guitar chords, or “Undertow,’ a glitchy 
and emotive electronic number from 
her 2012 album, Break of Dawn. 

In recent years, Goapele, who now 
lives in Los Angeles and dabbles in 
acting, has been making an even more 
concerted effort to try new things, re- 
leasing songs that are more orchestral 
and symphonic, like “Breakthrough,” 
or more pop-based and faster in tem- 
po, like “Hey Boy.” But branching out 
has its caveats, and admits that she’s 
been “afraid” of taking chances, and 


that she’s forced herself to “just do it 
anyways. 

With “Play,” a crepuscular, 
bass-punctuated tune overlaid with 
sultry lines about wanting “to play” or 
“touch” someone, Goapele especially 
felt as if she were “going out on a limb.” 
Love and relationships are common 
themes in her music, but whispering 
suggestive and explicit lines was a new 
one for the songstress, who says she 
had to kick everyone out of the studio 
so that she could record it alone with- 
out being self-conscious. 

“To me, it felt like I was really put- 
ting myself out there,” she says. “But 
then I was like, ‘Tm a grown woman. 

I should be able to say what I want to 
say now. ” 

Sexy subject matter aside, Goapele 
also makes sure to include at least one 
song in each of her albums that tackles 
a social or political theme. In Closer, it 
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was Red, White, and Blues,” an over- 
dubbed, synth-streaked track written 
about our post-9/11 society and the 
ways in which people were competing 
and accusing one another of not being 
patriotic enough, and she did so again 
in Strong as Glass, with the album’s 
self-titled opener about the hardships 
and challenges that women face on a 
day-to-day basis. 

“Sometimes I’m just like, I cannot 
hold onto this anymore, and it’s time 
to say something,” she says. “And at 
the end of the day, I’ve just got to let 
it go and be true to myself. Whatever 
comes out comes out.”

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‘IT'S THOSE MOMENTS THAT YOU CAN'T REALLY PREDICT’ 


Show Me Weird

It was around 3:30 a.m. in 
January 2014, and the members of the 
experimental art-rock band Hundred 
Waters were attempting to record a song. 
But they weren't in a studio; rather, they 
were on the top of an office building in 
Downtown Los Angeles. 

On this particular morning, the 
plan was to play their new single, 
“Show Me Love,” through a PA system 
on the roof and then record it from the 
ground, eight floors below. 

But that never happened. Upon 
opening the door to the roof, the fire 
alarm went off, and it wasn’t long be- 
fore a swarm of cop cars swooped in on 
the hapless musicians. 

No matter. Hundred Waters’ orig- 
inal plan may have failed, but their 
rooftop stunt was still a success, and 
not just because they didn’t get a 
ticket. They might not have recorded 
“Show Me Love,” which has since been 
remixed to include verses from Chance 
the Rapper and Moses Sumney, but 
they did record something: the droning 
of the police sirens. Listen close to 
The Moon Rang Like a Bell and you'll 
hear the sirens’ far-off echoes in the 
opening sequence to “Show Me Love,” 
as well as around the 2:14 mark in the 
following track, “Murmurs.” 

“It’s those moments that you can’t 
really predict within the recording 
process that are the most beautiful,” 
multi-instrumentalist Zach Tetreault 
says. ‘Because you can spend so much 
time on the computer obsessing over 
how to make things work, but when 
something happens in the natural 
world and it fits right in, that’s a really 
special thing.” 

Found sounds and experimental 
if not bizarre recording techniques 
are a trademark of Hundred Waters’ 
music. In fact, if the band had a motto, 
it would probably be something along 
the lines of “Everything can be music 
and any place can be a recording stu- 
dio.” 

For their first album, 2012’s Hun- 
dred Waters, they turned a room into a 
studio by flanking it with old mattress- 
es, and things only got weirder with 
The Moon Rang Like a Bell. In addition 
to the sirens, the record has songs that 
incorporate recordings of Skype calls 
(“Broken Blue”), verses laid down in 
pitch-black garages, and instrumentals 
captured in candlelit churches and 
empty office buildings on New Year’s 
Eve. And, according to Tetreault, 
Hundred Waters’ next album, which is 
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slated to come out sometime next year, 
will be even more adventurous. 

“I think [the album] is more about 
the moment than anything we've ever 
done before,” he says. “We're being 
less cautionary with things and leaving 
more possibilities for the moment to 
shine through.” 

One track that the band is partic- 
ularly excited about uses a whistled 
tune plucked from the lips of a man in 
Mexico City. While on a writing retreat 
down South, Trayor Tryon, a multi-in- 
strumentalist for the band, as well as 
its primary producer, heard the flute- 
like melody from outside of his Airbnb 
and captured it on his field recorder. As 
luck would have it, the resulting arpeg- 
gio melody meshed well with the track 
that Tryon was currently working on. 

“It fit in really beautifully,” Tetreault 
says. It was almost effortless.” 

In the four years since its founding, 
Hundred Waters, which originated in 
Gainesville, Fla., has gone through a 
number of changes. Once a quintet, 
the band is now a trio, and they’re no 
longer a struggling independent act 
that supplements their food expenses 


with painting gigs or tours in a vegeta- 
ble-powered old school bus. After re- 
leasing their self-titled debut in 2012, 
Hundred Waters was invited to join 
Skrillex’s Full Flex Express Canadian 
Train Tour and, upon returning from 
it, signed a record deal with his label, 
OWSLA. 

Since 2014, Hundred Waters has 
also hosted a multiday music festival 
called FORM Arcosanti in the Ari- 
zona desert town of the same name. 
OWSLA labelmates, such as Mija and 
Skrillex himself, have played the event, 
and this year, the lineup included 
Bonobo, Ryan Hemsworth, Empress 
Of, Local Natives, Braids, and Tortoise. 
This year was also the first time that 
Hundred Waters expanded the festi- 
val to include an additional stage for 
late-night acts, one that they commis- 
sioned their old friends from Elestial 
Sound, a Gainesville art collective and 
record label that hosted Hundred Wa- 
ters’ very first show in 2012, to build. 

Though Tetreault says the band 
is “very much off-cycle right now,” 
Hundred Waters will perform at the 
upcoming Symbiosis Gathering, an 
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electronic- and dance-focused music 
festival situated outside of Modesto. 
Not only did the festival “seem to be 
doing something fairly interesting 
[that] enticed us,” Tetreault says, but 
it would make for the perfect send-off 
before the band goes into a prolonged 
period of hibernation to finish their 
next album. 

“Tt will officially be 100 percent our 
last show until it’s done,” Tetreault 
says. And probably the last time we 
play a lot of these songs, too.” 

So if you're craving some sensory 
stimulation in the form of Hundred 
Waters’ music, now’s your chance. 
Don't miss out.

His musical 
taste is wide-ranging. He'll reach for 
dark, brooding techno; warm, melodic 
house; and polyrhythmic breakbeats 

all in the same set. He also possesses 
astonishing technical skills, chopping and 
layering tracks together with the flair of a 
turntablist. 


NuTropic presents Sounds Without 
Borders at Legionnaire Saloon 
(Oakland), 9 p.m.-2 a.m. Friday,

L.A.-based party and DJ collective 
NuTropic are making their way up 

north for a one-off affair at Oakland's 
Legionnaire Saloon, featuring their 
residents (Mano, Maple Syrup, NewLife, 
Seano) plus like-minded locals J-Boogie, 
Mr. E, and Kush Arora. “Sounds without 
borders” accurately describes their 
ethos, showcasing bass music from the 
Caribbean and well beyond. Dancehall, 
reggae, dub, funk, bhangra, tropicalia, 
cumbia, hip-hop, downtempo, and much 
more feature in their DJ mixes. 
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outsize impact, bringing the gospel 
of electronic music to new audiences. 
After a hiatus, Leftfield returned in 
2010, now simply as Neil Barnes. He’s 
taken to DJing, plumbing the depths 
of contemporary techno, which he’ll be 
showing off here. Martyn, the Dutch 
breakbeat techno wizard, will be sup- 
porting in the main room; upstairs, 
German artist Powel will keep things 
dreamy. 

Saturday night switches gears, 
showcasing the smooth, groovy se- 
lections of Rob Garza, frontman of 
downtempo legends Thievery Corpora- 
tion. Desert Hearts’ Mikey Lion joins 
him, alongside Spanish deep house DJ 
El_Txef_A and Anjunadeep’s Hisham 
Zahran.

British artists Hodge and Randomer have 
spent the past several years brazenly 
reconfiguring the borders between techno 
and U.K. bass music. Both are rooted in the 
worlds of dubstep, grime, and garage, but 
have steadily brought their work into a 
techno frame, creating some of the most 
crucial club records in the recent past 

in the process. They operate in similar 
territory as DJs, commingling bits of grime, 
jungle, and other hardcore continuum 
music into their sets. 


NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS 


Grape Blueprints Pour Spinach 
Olive Grape by Dilute; Obsolete 
Media Objects 


Leave it to experimental musicians, and 
the people who write about them, to be 
obnoxiously pedantic. Nowhere is this 
better illustrated than in the infinitude of 
genre names and the proliferation of sub- 
sub-sub variants thereof, like “math 
rock,” for instance. As ludicrous as it 
sounds, it’s a weirdly accurate descriptor, 
used to describe indie- and post-rock 
composed of interlocking layers and poly- 
rhythms, often in unusual time signa- 
tures. Grape Blueprints Pour Spinach Olive 
Grape (even the title is math rock) is a lost 
gem from 2001 by San Francisco four- 
piece Dilute, reissued this year on cas- 
sette and digital by small label Obsolete 
Media Objects. 

Grape nails the math rock sound 
from minute 1. “Planet,” which opens 
the album, is little more than a lush gui- 
tar phrase, repeating and folding in on 
itself, with a spare hi-hat to keep time. 
Simple, and perfectly beautiful in its 
simplicity. 

Vocals appear sparingly, mostly 
courtesy of Melanie Lowey, who sounds 
a great deal like Jesse Sykes. There’s just 
enough vocals on the record to lend it a

human touch without distracting from 
its instrumental prowess. 

I can’t recommend this album highly 
enough. It’s a perfectly balanced listen, 
pairing mellow, moody sections with 
bursts of rapid-fire intensity, and short- 
er pieces with long movements. Anyone 
interested in outré rock music will find a 
great deal to love here. 


House, Disco, Boogie, and Other 
Oddities by Various Artists; Easy 
Bay 


Once more, with feeling: Funk’s not dead! 
As I mentioned above, the Bay Area is 
home to numerous artists, DJs, and la- 
bels keeping the spirit of funk and boogie 
alive. To this list we can now add Easy 
Bay, a bicoastal cassette label with roots 
in Oakland and Morgantown, W. Va. 
Their first release, whose title tells you 
exactly what you're gonna get, is a 
stacked (17 tracks!) compilation of artists 
from the Bay Area and well beyond, 
reaching as far as Estonia, Colombia, and 
Australia. 

Atlanta producer Buscrate kicks off 
in top form with “Petrus Dish,” a boo- 
ty-shaking, bassy, synthy boogie ditty 
that’s woefully short, inducing repeat 
listens. 

The sound palette opens up after that. 
Ajukaja’s “Walk” is retro-stylized house, 
like the soundtrack to a club scene from 
a Nintendo game that never was. Cream 
Dream’s “Spice” hits hard and fast. North 
Country’s “Lourdes” utilizes dusty pia- 
no samples brilliantly. Boogie Butter’s 
“The Merrymaker,” however, sounds 
uninspired, like little more than big band 
samples set against a kick drum. 

Therein lies the rub: Any compilation 
of this size and breadth is going to have 
its hits — and its misses. On House, the 
hits outnumber the misses, without 
doubt. Still, I can’t help but wish that it 
were a bit shorter and a bit more tightly 
focused.

Gringo Star is like the Growlers, if 
the Growlers were raised in the 
heart of the South rather than in 
the suburbs of Orange County.

The four- 
some’s Atlanta roots bleed through 
their straightforward blues-rock 
sound (which, to be fair, is partially 
indebted to a very un-Southern rock 
band, The Kinks), manifesting in 
Buddy Holly guitar flair and music 
videos acknowledging the lasting 
damage wreaked by Hurricane Ka- 
trina. The band’s infectious take on 
Southern indie aligns them with 
The Black Lips and The Coathang- 
ers, fellow Atlantans working to 
re-establish their scene’s nation- 
wide reputation. This probably isn’t 
what Trump voters meant when 
they said the South will rise again, 
but it’s definitely the best possible 
outcome.

Sequestered in the woods of Oregon helping her mother cope with cancer, song- 
writer Michelle Zauner could have penned a series of stark, downtrodden tunes 
along the lines of Justin Vernon of Bon Iver to cope with her grief. Instead, she 
crafted a series of defiant, sonically rich compositions that eventually made 
their way onto her debut album as Japanese Breakfast. The album, Psychopomp, 
is a cathartic testament to the healing power of music as Zauner explores an 
eclectic mixture of songs — from instrumental elegies (“Moon on the Bath”) to 
ebullient indie-pop anthems (“Everybody Wants to Love You”) to heartfelt bal- 
lads (“Triple 7”). Allegories to her mother (who passed in 2014) are everywhere 
in the album, most notably in the opener, “In Heaven,” a gorgeous shoegaze 
number that evokes optimism over despondency, despite its heavy lyrical con- 
tent. Zauner has conceded that she still has difficult moments dealing with her 
mother’s death, but this album feels triumphant — a demonstration that the 
artist has confidently embraced the challenges life has thrown her way.

In my junior year of high school — which, for the record, was more than a de- 
cade ago — I started branching out and listening to genres beyond the confines 
of R&B and hip-hop. Granted, most of it fell in the late ’60s/early’70s folk-rock 
category — like Cat Stevens, Bob Dylan, The Doors, Crosby, Stills, Nash, & 
Young, and Janis Joplin — but there were also some classical, some French, and 
some Indian jams in there as well. And, thanks to my discovery of Little Big 
Town’s 2005 hit, “Boondocks,” a little bit of country, too. An upbeat and humor- 
ous song, Boondocks” is a paean to a certain kind of rural Southern lifestyle, 
one that involves houses with tin roofs, “fishing in the crawfish hole,” “five-card 





poker on Saturday night,” and, of course, “church on Sunday morning.” But 
though getting a glimpse into the unknown is one redeeming quality of the 
song, so, too, are its vocals. Little Big Town lacks a lead singer, and instead, each 
member of the four-person band, which is split evenly between males and fe- 
males, trades off lead and harmony vocals throughout their tracks. Following 
the release of Wanderlust, the band’s seventh album, Little Big Town has hit the 
road for a 20-date tour, so if you're dying to sing along to “Boondocks” with 
hundreds of other people, now’s your chance. Jessie Schiewe

“Local Natives” might be a redundant band name, but this Los Angeles quintet’s 
music is anything but overdone. Beloved for their funkified guitars, adrena- 
line-fueled drumming, and earworm three-part harmonies, Local Natives has 
been making waves in the indie-rock scene since they played a jaw-dropping 
nine shows at South by Southwest in 2009. With more than 1.1 million 
monthly listeners on Spotify, it hardly matters that the band’s newest album, 
Sunlit Youth, has been hailed as “too polished” and slightly “Coldplay-esque” by 
music critics. The album’s four singles — “Past Lives,” “Villainy,” “Fountain of 
Youth,” and “Coins” — are strong examples of what Local Natives does best: hy- 
peractive instrumentals with hazy vocals and dreamy production. This past 
July, Local Natives also played a last-minute, unpermitted show on the rooftop 
of their rehearsal space in Silverlake as a “thank you to Los Angeles for being the 
most creative city in the world right now, and our home,” member Taylor Rice 
said. Not only was it a surprise performance, but it was free, and any big name 
band that is willing to play gratis shows, especially illegal ones, deserve kudos in 
our book.

“T work with anyone I get hired to work with. I 
don’t have just one costar,” said Small Hands, porn star, 
filmmaker, and composer. But the ass you're referring 
to, SAMPLE, the ass Small Hands has been seen with 
most, is the one that belongs to his fiancée, Joanna 
Angel, the porn star/director/producer who pioneered 
the “alt-porn” genre. 

“I got into porn because | started dating her,’ Small 
Hands told me after I read him your question.

While we're on the subject of porn: If you look at 
Small Hands’ Twitter account—or the Twitter account 
of any porn performer working today—you'll notice 
that most have “NO ON 60” as their avatar. Proposition 
60 is a ballot measure in California that is ostensibly 
about protecting porn performers by requiring them 
to use condoms and mandates penalties for companies 
and performers that don't. 

“It’s really meant to drive the porn industry out 
of California under the guise of performer safety,” 
said Small Hands. “Among the other problems with 
this thing is that it could make performers’ private 
information public.

“The initiative, however well intended, does not 
fully reflect the realities of the industry,” the editors 
wrote, citing industry-standard STI screenings, the 
growing number of people who self-produce porn, and 
the emergence of drugs regimens (PrEP) that provide 
more protection against HIV infection than condoms. 
But the biggest problem with Proposition 60 is how it 
could endanger porn performers. 
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“The measure gives private parties the right to 
sue a porn producer if state health officials don’t take 
action, a proviso that invites legal bounty hunting,” 
the SF Chronicle continues. “Also performers, who 
often use screen names, could have their identities and 
addresses made public, a feature that invades privacy 
and could lead to harm from porn-addled stalkers.”
